“I shall, as the President has, 
observe the absolute priority of 
peace over politic s,” he 
promised. 

PRETTY GIRLS 

The largely middle-aged 
crowd, fringed with pretty girls 
wearing green-banded straw 
hats bearing an "HHH" symbol 
ami sprinkled with Negro sup¬ 
porters, cheered loudest the 56- 
year-old vice president’s 
assertion that it is time for 
Americans to say: “I love my 
country.” 

Although Humphrey praised 
Johnson a half dozen times in 
his 30-minute announcement, 
there was no sign that the 
President will help him in his 
attempt to gain the nomination 
over Sens. Robert Kennedy of 
New York and Eugene Mc¬ 
Carthy of Minnesota. 

SOME SWIPES 

The vice president took some 
swipes at his nomination rivals 
without mentioning them by 
name. Both Kennedy and Mc¬ 
Carthy have been critical of 
Johnson’s record in handling the 
Vietnam war and coping with 
domestic problems. - | j 

McCarthy campaigning for the

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WINNIPEG (CP)—Gor¬ 
don Churchill said Satur- . 
day he will not be a candi¬ 
date in the June 25 federal 
election. 

Churchill, 69, announced the 
decision to a news conference 
here shortly after disclosing 
that he intended to rejoin the 
Conservative party caucus in the 
interest of party unity. 

There was speculation thai 
former premier Duff Roblin of 
Manitoba might be the Conser¬ 
vative candidate in the Winni¬ 
peg South Centre riding repre¬ 
sented by Churchill. (See also 
Page 45) 

NOT APPROACHED 

Riding officials said Roblin 
had not approached them for 
support as a candidate. Roblin, 
as a member of the riding exec¬ 
utive, had been expected to at¬ 
tend Saturday’s meeting, but did 
not. 

The 50-year-old premier re¬ 
signed provincial party leader 
ship in November after running 
second to Robert Stanfield in the 
party's leadership convention. 

SAT AS INDEPENDENT 

Churchill, a veteran of 17 
years as an MP and who held 
the trade, veterans affairs and 
defence portfolios during the 
Diefenbaker administration, left 
the caucus last February to sit 
as an independent Conservative. 

In an interview, Churchill said 
he was approached Friday and 
asked to return to the caucus 
in the interest of party unity 
in the coming federal election. 

DISAGREEMENT 

His decision to sit as an in¬ 
dependent followed a disagree¬ 
ment with party strategy during 
the aftermath of the defeat of 
the Liberal government’s in¬ 
come tax bill. Churehill main¬ 
tained the party should demand 
the resignation of die govern¬ 
ment. 

He said the request he re¬ 
loin the caucus was “cooked up 
by the caucus members and they 
came to me and I accepted." 
“I didn’t lift a finger.” 
Churchill rem-esented Winni¬ 
peg South Centre.

Day of Peace 
Hectic One 
For Police

Anti-war ra Hies and 
"loyalty day” demonstrations 
made Saturday a busy spring 
day for police forces through¬ 
out the United States and 
certain cities in Canada. 

• In New York’s Green¬ 
wich Village police waded into 
200 marchers who attempted 
to parade into Manhattan. 
Police used fists instead of 
ntght sticks and the demon¬ 
strators used "a type of gas” 
on the officers. 

• In Chicago, more than 
3,000 marchers staged a wild 
windup to a peaceful protest 
when they found their permit 
did not allow them access to 
the civic centre. At least 51 
persons were arrested and 15 
injured. 


• In Washington, about 
350 anti-Vietnam war demon¬ 
strators ended their peaceful 
march in rain with the only 
incident shouting from 
counter-demonstrators near 
an induction centre. 

• In Cleveland. 2.500 
turned out to hear the war 
being connected to race 
troubles in a speech by 
student leaders. 

• In Philadelphia, a 
loyalty parade, led by army 
tanks and followed by 4, 500, 
came after an anti-war 
parade that was attended by 
1 , 200 . 

• In Los Angeles, police 
refused to grant a parade 
permit for an anti-war march.

NEW WESTMINSTER (CP) 
— “Death to the American 
fasc>st running dogs in 
Vietnam.” 

I’ll*- was the wording 
scribbled across a placard 
carried by a pimply-faced 
you'h at a rally Saturday 
protesting the war in Vietnam 
Jn front of New Westminister 
city hall. (See also Page 2).

"All power to the Soviets," 
read another portion of his 


placard. One the back he had 
scribbled "Long live the 
revolution.” 

The youth was in his late 
teen" and wore a lapel badge 
identifying him as a member 
erf the Young New Democrats. 

The noon-hour rally was 
organized b y the British 
Columbia New Democratic 
Party and those attending 
wet-e delegates to the NDP’s 
seventh annual convention 
being held in a hotel across 
the street. 


The crowd milled around in 
the city hall driveway. Most 
of the.rt were shouldering 
more conventional placards — 
"Get out of Vietnam, stop the 
bombing, end Canadian com- 
p»ic”y.’ Except for the youth, 
who stood scowling to one side 
eyeing t h e speakers sus¬ 
piciously. 

★ ★ ★ 

The crowd cheered as Op- 
position Leader Robert 
Strachap aaid in a short 
speech die Americans were 


wrong, there was no freedom 
in Vietnam, that protests such 
as *his one would help end the 
war — he didn’t say exactly 
how. 

Mr Strachan spent the rest 
of the rally sitting on trie city 
hall steps, gazing occasionally 
Bt ihe lush tulip beds that dot 
the lawn. A University of 
British Columbia professor 
was next and he went into a 
long explanation of American 
tactics, bombing techniques, 
peace feelers and napalm. 


Some of the protesters 
n ot iic e d tije pimply-faced 
youth with' the hate sign. They 
blinked as if wondering why a 
kid would show up at a peace 
rally with a placard advocat¬ 
ing another kind of genocide. 

Dot nobody said anything.

Mis. Dorothy Sleeves, a 
long-time New Democrat who 
was rally chairman thanked 
Mr. Strachan and the univer¬ 
sity professor and told every¬ 
body to go home and think 


about aiding Vietnam civilians 
financially. 

The crowd started drifting 
away. Some men traded in¬ 
sults with a truck driver who 
shouted and honked his horn 
as the rally crossed in front of 
him to the hotel. 

One delegate said he always 
went home with "a feeling of 
futility" from a myriad of 
Vietnam rallies he has 
attendee in the past couple of 
years “and this one wasn’t 
any different."

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Sincerity in Doubt 

TOR ALL THE HIGH SOUNDING phrases of the 
^ diplomats who are engaged in the pursuit of peace 
in the Far East, there must be a growing suspicion 
among the innocent by-standers that much of the 
verbiage is hypocritical. This doubt is not for the rep¬ 
resentatives of the nations directly involved any more 
than for those helpful partisans who seek to advance 
the interests of their ideological friends. 

Well aware of the United States’ aversion to War¬ 
saw as a site for first conversations between the bel¬ 
ligerents, the Soviet Union is throwing its full weight 
into the effort to persuade Washington’s acceptance. 
Poland fallows the Kremlin line. Why, the Polish 
government argues, if the United States can meet 
with emissaries of Communist China in Warsaw—as 
has happened over the past ten years—are the Ameri¬ 
cans unwilling to talk with North Vietnamese repre¬ 
sentatives there? 

The American reluctance is explained, unoffi¬ 
cially, by three facts; that Poland supplies military 
aid to North Vietnam and therefore is not neutral; 
that Poland is engaged in an anti-Zionist purge which 
is repugnant to the American people; and that if War¬ 
saw were accepted as a rendezvous for preliminary 
talks, it would create a strong case for its selection for ■ 
the continuing negotiations for a formal truce. 

The North Vietnamese have consistently turned 
their backs on any of the numerous sites, from Ran¬ 
goon to Paris, which the United States has offered, 
without being too explicit as to the reasons for re¬ 
jection. 

The intransigence of both sides indicates a greater 
interest in some sort of political advantage than in the 
avowed aims of the adversaries: to conclude an effec¬ 
tive peace based cm justice and for the continuing 
welfare and security of the Vietnamese people. 

During the past three weeks of ineffectual diplo¬ 
matic exchanges the North Vietnamese have been 
building up strength for new offensives in the Saigon 
area. All intelligence sources confirm these prepara¬ 
tions. And if further evidence of the Communist Inten¬ 
tion were needed, it came from Colonel Tam Ha, who 
recently defected from the North. 

The colonel is the most senior officer thus far to 
abandon the Communists. When he surrendered to 
the South Vietnamese he disclosed that 10,000 troops 
were to be thrown into the offensive against Saigon, 
in which his own 9th Division was to participate. 

Presumably, it is Hanoi’s strategy to strike a 
hammer-blow at the South Vietnamese capital, to 
invest or even occupy the city, and thus secure a more 
advantageous bargaining position in the ultimate 
negotiations. 

Such a gamble could obliterate such small gains 
as have been made in the direction of a settlement. If 
successful it could break the tentative liaison, and 
bring massive retaliation and renewal of the bombing 
of the North. If it fails it could result in an even more 
stubborn attitude in Hanoi simply to save face. 

Such unpredictables make it the more urgent 
that talks be started. It hardly matters where. 
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Between Two Schools 

T HE EXTREMELY HIGH RATE of borrowing 
now ruling in Canada has had largely the desired 
effect of taking the heat off the economy and causing 
many corporations and housebuilders to go slow on 
their plans. 

The corrective has been so efficient in many 
places that the government would probably welcome 
some easement in rates—particularly in the home 
mortgage field—but unfortunately Canadian interest 
rates are not tied to the domestic but to the U.S. 
money market. 

Interest rates have to be higher in Canada than 
In the United States or the incentive to foreigners to 
invest in Canada is removed creating a danger of an 
outflow of capital which this country cannot afford. 

Indeed, the weakness of the Canadian dollar fol¬ 
lowing Britain’s devaluation last November, made it 
necessary Tor Canadian interest rates to be set at 
least two points higher than corresponding rates in 
the United States. This differential is continuing, and 
so far the Bank of Canada has shown little desire to 
get back to the more normal one to one-and-a-half 
differential which has existed in the past 

However there are some strong indications that 
there may be more wisdom than meets the eye in the 
thinking of the Bank of Canada. The present high 
interest rates in the States, being much lower than 
here, have not had the desired effect either of re¬ 
straining industrial development, expansion, or con¬ 
sumer spending. 

In the first quarter of this year the U.S. gross 
national product was $20 billion dollars higher than 
a year ago, and nearly half of this was due to infla¬ 
tionary higher prices. i 

The more conservative monetary experts In the 
U.S. believe that this consumer spending and the 
money in circulation is far too high in view of the 
country’s adverse balance of international payments. 

They believe that high interest rates themselves 
are not proving sufficient to remove the inflationary 
pressures, and the danger of devaluation of the dollar. 
The way to curtail domestic spending is by raising 
taxes, but Congress in an election year is balking at 
such a step unless it is accompanied by a correspond¬ 
ing reduction in government spending. 

As Canada has already taken the so-called proper 
cooling-off step—that of increasing taxes—it is ready 
to set the ball of progress rolling again by easing the 
flow of money, but until the United States more 
effectively tackles its inflation problem this nation 
can do little, except by subsidies to relieve the areas 
of distress which are building up in various parts of 
the country. 

It is a period in our economy when we could do 
with something a great deal stronger to guide our 
course than a caretaker cabinet and a deflection of 
government interest to election matters.

O NLY a fool would exclude 
the possibility of Korea be¬ 
coming a second front In the 
Asian war, says Dr. Richard V. 
Allen, a Stanford University 
expert on communism. 

Allen is a senior staff mem¬ 
ber of the Hoover Institution on 
War, Revolution and Peace at 
Stanford and editor of its new 
"Y e arbook on International 
Communist Affairs.” 

As the editor he heads an 
1 n t elligence-gathering agency 
that in many respects rivals the 
Central Intelligence Agency of 
the United States. 

To him the Communist 
''scenario” in Korea was estab¬ 
lished by Premier Kim E-Sung 
in 1S61. At that time, says 
Alien, the North Korean Com¬ 
munist leader set 1967 as the 
year for “liberation" of Korea 
— under Communist rule. 

Alien suggests that the time¬ 
table may have been thrown off 
by events, but the basic North 
Korean strategy is unchanged. 
it it A 

TTie “scenario” for the “liber¬ 
ation” of tha south, says Allen, 
consists of five major steps. 

The first, well in progress, is 
the continued intensification of 
North Korean armed espionage. 
The attempt by 31 highly 
trained agents to assassinate 
President Chung Hee Park was 
a high point of this strategy. 

Further, says Dr. Allen, Kor¬ 
ean Commwists are strengthen¬ 
ing underground party cells in 
the south. They are increasing 
fortifications along the demilit¬ 
arized 38th Parallel in 
anticipation of war. 

Fourth, says the Communist 
expert, North Koreans are 
stressing psychological warfare 
to keep tensions high. And they 
are continuing to capture South 
Korean fishing vessels, also to

keep a high level of aggrava¬ 
tion. 

"A total of 345 North Korean 
agents penetrated south into the 
Republic of Korea in 1967. This 
is a threefold increase over the 
previous year,” Allen said. 
Additionally, there were 575 
"incidents” of aggression 
against fiie south during the last 
year. This also is more than a 
threefold increase over 1966.

Most Infiltration is through 
the American-guarded sector of 
the Demilitarized Zone which is 
electronically guarded. North 
Koreans fear to test the troop- 
guarded South Korean sector of 
the 38th Parallel, Allen said. 

“TTtere are 18,000 agents 
undergoing training in North 
Korea for aggression in the 
9outh. To support this operation 
North Korea has a fleet of fast 
escort vessels with speeds of up 
to 35 knots,” Allen said. The 
vessels bring some of the agents 
to porta in the south, deposit' 
them and speed away. 

Additionally, Allen added, 
North Koreans are arming 
themselves with the AK-47 
series of advanced Russian 
rifles — compared to the 20-25- 
year-old Ml American rifles in 
the hands of the fearsome South 
Korean troops.

With a population of only 
about 12.5 million. North Korea 
has 368,000 men in the armed 
forces. Additionally, the militia 
guard echelon has 1.3 million 
men under constant training 
and available for immediate 
service. And 20,000 women also' 
are undergoing military train¬ 
ing, according to Allen.

each province of North Korea 
has a “target” province in 
South Korea. 

The northern provinces are 
briefed on the details of their 
southern responsibilities so they

Additional war preparations 
continue in the north, he noted. 
The nation is going underground 
as a guard against bombings, 
particularly with heavy and 
strategic industries, Allen said. 

It ii reported that North 
Korea has under construction 
three medium-range ballistic 
missile bases. And there is 
constantly increasing militariza¬ 
tion of the Communist country 
marked by purges of those 
whose ideology may be soften¬ 
ing, Allen said. 

He said artists and intellectu¬ 
als are among the particular 
victims of the purges, but the 
process at national registration 
and evaluation is reaching down 
into the third generation of 
families. 
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"There's another front of 
Korea that’s being ignored,” Dr. 
Allen added. ‘That’s ‘Chosun,’ 
or the general association of 
Koreans in Japan." 

His data shows Chosun to be a 
highly structured organization 
of about 600,000 Koreans in 
Japan who are engaged in 
industrial espionage and com¬ 
munications. 

“Our question,” said Dr. 
Ailen, "is one of support for the 
Republic of Korea. There's no 
question of compromise.” 

He describes the people of the 
Republic of Korea as intensely 
loyal, tough and bitter enemies 
of the north. 

South Koreans are confused, 
however, about the failure of 
the United States to become 
excited about the attempt on 
the life of President Park and 
failure to include them in 
discussions for return of the 
Pueblo, Allen said. 

Allen is himself also confused 
about the failure of the United 
States to act immediately and 
decisively when the Pueblo was 
seized. Or. for that matter, he 
cannot understand the lack of 
protection for the important 
surveillance vessel. 

"What did North Korea have 
to lose by capfiming the 
Pueblo?” Allen asks. 

"If we said we would dev¬ 
astate Wonson Harbor the worst 
they would fare is to let the 
•hip go. I am appalled by the 
complete lack of concern. 
Everybody Wishes the Pueblo 
would dry up and blow away. It 
won’t." 
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Allen says the external ag¬ 
gression of North Korea is in 
the classic pattern of the 
Communists. 

“North Korea has failed in its 
seven year (economic) plan so 
it is focusing attention on 
external matters,” he said. 

And it is this external thrust 
that is leading to the possibility 
of a second front in Asia, Allen 
added. 

He believes the capture of the 
Pueblo may have been an 
important psychological factor 
in the North Korean plan to 
“liberate” the south because It 
strengthened the influence of 
the military advisers in North 
Korea and proved to the 
Communist nation that the 
United States does not want a 
“second front” in Asia. 

“Another Communist axis has 
emerged — Havana-Pyongyang- 
Hanoi,” Allen concludes. 

“They are not going to defeat 
the United States. But they ere 
creating an independent position 
in the Communist world and 
using it to an advantage." 

They are following the classic 
advice of Che Guevara to begin 
one, two, three ... wars of 
“national liberation.”

His dislike and fear of what 
Mr. Trudeau stands for could 
prompt a decision to try to 
draw away some of the 
Liberal votes which normally 
go to Social Credit in pro¬ 
vincial elections. 

It could, however, work just 
as well the other way with 
Mr. Trudeau siphoning off 
Social Credit support for 
Liberals in provincial 
contests.

Goldstream Watershed Job Calls for Praise 

Hats Off to Tunnelers 


Once upon a century ago I worked underground In a 
nickel mine and this may have colored my attitude, but I 
think the 514-mile tunnel through toe Goldstream watershed 
la a very exciting piece of business. 

Driving It was a long, weary, dirty and often highly 
dangerous job and the people of toe district, whose water 
worries are over for the next 30 or 35 years, shouldn’t forget 
the men who sweated at the “face" for 314 years and who, 
finally, joined the two inner ends of toe tunnel at a centre 
point 1,100 feet below a lake and who were only inches out of 
Une. 

★ * * 

With an eight-foot bore only three men could work on a 
shift. That meant that they were cramped as they all 
operated their liner drills making six-foot-deep holes which 
they would plug with dynamite and blast. 

If you have ever heard an air drill on toe street you can 
Imagine what sort of an ear-drum-shattering cacaphony three 
of them would set up In an eight-foot space. 

Loading toe holes, lighting fuses and getting out to wait 
for the blast would be considered pretty hairy work by most 
people, but that is the sort of thing hard rock miners take in 
their stride. 

What they don’t take in stride and what scares them as 
much as it would any person is "bad ground” — that is bad 
breaking or rotten rock. 

it it it 

There were several long sections of toe tunnel which 
were enough to scare one even after they were cleaned out 
and shored up with heavy steel sets and three-by-eight 
planking. 

The slate and shale was hanging in great clusters, looking 
as though it was ready to come down and bring the whole 
watershed with It. What must it have been like immediately 
after a blast when toe miners went in with bars to scale

Harder ior Students to Switch Programs 

Specializing Equals Rigidity

After six weeks on the 
campaign trail, certain 
things have come clear 
to Sen. Robert Kennedy 
and his key advisers. 

One of these is that 
celebrity can carry a presi¬ 
dential campaign only so far. 
Another is that there will be 
no large-scale movement of 
delegate strength in any direc¬ 
tion untH after the June 4 
California primary. 

The mood here as Kennedy 
takes a day off before return¬ 
ing for a final week's cam¬ 
paigning in Indiana is one of 
guarded optimism. 

Spirits have been buoyed by 
at least two recent polls which 
point to a solid Kennedy 
victory in Indiana a week 
from Tuesday. These polls put 
him far ahead of Indiana Gov. 
Roger Branigin and Minnesota 
Sen. Eugene McCarthy with 
as much as 45 to 48 per cent 
of the vote. 

Tricky Year 

StQl, fingers are crossed at 
the Kennedy headquarters. 
Hopes are tempered by the 
fact that this is a very 
dangerous year for predictions 
and projections of any kind. 

Anearthbound reali sm 
among toe many political 
veterans i n the Kennedy 
enterprise holds them to toe 
view that Indiana must be the 
first of a string of primary 
victories. They are hoping and 
planning for repeat perform¬ 
ances in Nebraska, Oregon, 
California, and possibly South 
Dakota where the primary 
falls on toe same day as 
California. 

They fear that anything less 
than this will fall to impress 
party professionals and regu¬ 
lars in the big non-preferentlal 
primary states — Illinois, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan. 

And these are the people — 
Chicago’s Richard Daley, 
Philadelphia’s James Tate 
and scores of lesser chieftains 
— who must be impressed. 

Big Question 

The party regulars know 
that Robert Kennedy is a 
celebrity who can draw 
crowds. The question that 
remains unanswered is 
whether he can draw votes, 
whether the Kennedy name at 
toe head of the ticket can 
assist the horde of office- 
seekers down below. 

It is this essential prag- , 
matism of the regulars which 
toe Kennedy camp is banking 
on to neutralize a fairly 
widespread antipathy toward 
the senator, together with a 
certain affection for Hubert 
H. Humphrey, among big 
state organization Democrats. 

"Look,” said Kenneth 
O'Donnell, a veteran of virtu¬ 
ally all Kennedy campaigns 
from the early days of. John 
F. Kennedy's c areer, 
"whether they like a guy or 
hate his guts means nothing 
to the pros. They want a 
• candidate at the top of the 
ticket who will help their 
fellows at the bottom.” 


view of courses and priorities, 
set not only by the Johnson 
administration but in large 
measure by the administra¬ 
tion of the senator's late 
brother, hat not been changed 
by Johnson's withdrawal from 
the presidential race. 

That surprise withdrawal, 
along with the Johnson initi¬ 
ative for peace in Vietnam, 
has had the effect of dulling 
the edge of the Kennedy 
attack (how can you continue 
to play a daring St. George 
after the dragon has retired 
from toe field?). 

But toe message stays toe 
same despite Sen. McCarthy’s 
jibe that "Bobby has to shoot 
straight pool now. When he 
was banking his shots off 
Lyndon It was a different 
game.” 

The early period, the period 
of toe Kennedy "blitz" is over 
now. The big screaming 
crowds which initially greeted 
the senator around the 
country are no longer so 
overwhelming either in size or 
volume. S ome of the 
"celebrity” has worn off. 

Hard Work 

Now is the time for hard 
politicking, for dogged stump¬ 
ing and hand shaking, for 
organization, for raising 
money and trying to spend it 
wisely. Well over 5500,000 is 
being acknowleged in connec¬ 
tion with Indiana, and the 
guess is that the figure is 
much higher. 

The state contest — pitting 
Kennedy against a popular 
governor and marking the 
first Kennedy-McCarthy con¬ 
frontation — is regarded by 
Kennedy strategists as toe 
1968 equivalent of West Vir¬ 
ginia. It was in the 1960 West 
Virginia primary that John F. 


Kennedy — pouring In money 
for radio, television and 
organization—eliminated Hum¬ 
phrey as a presidential compe¬ 
titor. 

A Robert Kennedy victory 
in Indiana might not eliminate 
either McCarthy or Humphrey 
— tor whom Branigin has 
become a kind of stand in — 
but it would take lot of wind 
out of their sails and the road 
to Chicago will look a good 
deal clearer.

The department of educa¬ 
tion’* effort to broaden the 
high school curriculum has 
led the system to the edge of 
another quicksand: rigidity 
born of specialization. 

Until a few years ago 
students had toe choice of 
only two programs: academic 
or general. Now there are up 
to six: academic-technical 
(leading to university), com¬ 
mercial, industrial, community 
services, fine arts, and in same 
areas a vocational option. 


It used to be fairly easy to 
transfer from one stream to 
another if a student realized 
he had made a wrong decision. 
Now the high school students 
are specializing, it’s far ft of- 
der 

Nearly two years ago this 
column cited the case of a 
Victoria boy In Grade 11 who 
couldn't manage the tough 
academic-technical program, 
and was faced with the 
prospect of losing a year if he 
transferred to another. 

That same month the de¬ 
partment issued a curriculum 
bulletin authorizing principals t

to exercise more discretionary 
authority in allowing program 
changes. 

Nevertheless, teachers and 
parents, and students most of 
all, are stfH concerned about 
the inflexibility of the system. 

The curriculum directors of 
the B.C. Teachers’ Federation 
reported at the BCTF con¬ 
vention this month that 
teacher specialist groups are 
worried about "the rigidity of 
the senior secondary school 
program.”

A - special committee study¬

The matter was raised in a 
resolution by the Bella Coola 
teachers’ association, which 
also spo&e of "rigidity.” The 
Bella Coola teachers wanted 
basic courses for all and a 
free choice at electives. 

The group declared in its 
submission to the convention: 

'"»*he a dm i n i s trators' 
authority to make adjust¬ 


ments, which appears to be 
somewhat limited and not 
clearly defined, is not a 
solution to the problem, which 
is one of principle rather than 
adjustment.” 

The B C TF curriculum 
directors already have framed 
several guidelines for cur¬ 
riculum revision. English, 
soc'al studies, guidance and 
physical education should be 
the only compulsory subjects, 
th»y say. 

it ir it 

The dilemma remai ns u nder 
study by both toe BCTF and 
th“ department of education. 
However, Ihere is no ready 
solution. 

Whatever the eventual 
solution, the people who must 
solve the problem have a 
nerve-wracking job ahead to 
fulfil the words of Education 
Miniiler-Eeterson in 1965. He 
said: 

"In all our planning, stress 
has been placed on the 
importance erf providing pro¬ 
grams which have a purpose 
and a goal. 

“This purpose need not be 
nari'ow, and it need not force a 
student into an irrevocable 
choice.” 


Salinger View 

Pierre Salinger, another 
seasoned campaigner, almost 
welcomes the fact that for 
reasons at policies as well as 
personality Robert Kennedy 
ruffles more feathers than is 
customary in American 
politics. 

Salinger reads the party 
pros in the same way that 
O'Donnel does but he goes 
beyond that to assert that 
"consensus politics is dead in 
this country.”

Pilot Service Always Ready 
With Well-Qualified Men 


14a sinews of the B.C, 
Pilotage authority reach out 
from a modest building on 
the Dallas Road waterfront to 
keep millions of tons safe in 
B.C.’a navigation - nasty 500 
miles of coastal waters. 

There is no room for 
guessers or inept navigators 
in the ranks of the B.C 
coastal pilots, 23 at whom 
work out of the Vancouver 
Island headquarters mi Dallas 
under die local "boss," Capt. 
Victor Fry, and his staff of 
dispatchers, working an a 24- 
hour basis. 

Must Be Wary 

The total number of pilots 
fai die B.C. service Is 75, with 
direct supervisor Capt V. R. 
Covington in charge of the big 
job of dispatching pOota for 
the entire B.C coastal mer¬ 
chant traffic, assisted by re¬ 
gional superintendent Capt 
Cliff Seeley. 

The pilotage authority, a 
branch of the transport de¬ 
partment’s marine services, 
demands tough, accurate and 
wary mariners, who must 
come to the service with 
plenty of savvy of B.C. 
waters, and a master’s tic¬ 
ket. 

The department is advert 
Using for men now, to keep 
its roster up to 75 in the B.C. 
pilotage district 

Many Harbors 

Unlike river or harbor pi¬ 
lots, whose sphere of opera¬ 
tions is more limited, the 
B.C pilots must have a wide 
knowledge of a coastline that 
has won the respect of mar¬ 
iners of every nation, and has 
also won and held the respect 
of the pilots. 

Pilots from Victoria, con¬ 
trary to popular concept, do 
not simply board the ship off 
Victoria and guide them into 


wharfage, acting as advisers 
to the ship's skippers. 

Instead, a pilot from Vic¬ 
toria may board a ship at 
Fairway Buoy, the pilot board¬ 
ing point off Victoria, and 
travel several hundred miles, 
and into many coastal harbors. 


Only Fee 


Behind the scenes in the 
compact building on Dallas 
Road, the demanding detail 
work necessary to put the 
Man(Pstattooed pitots on the 
right Ships at the right time 
falls to Capt Fry and his ex¬ 
perienced dispatchers. 

When a shipping agent in 
Vancouver notifies the Vic¬ 
toria office of the scheduled 
arrival of one of their ghips 
in Victoria, the word is passed 
to Dallas Road, when a pilot 
and a boarding point are se¬ 
lected to handle the ship. The 
ship la contacted by radio, 
and indicates whether it de¬ 
sires a pilot or not. 

Alternate Spot 

“There is nothing compul¬ 
sory about the service except 
the fee,” said Capt Fry, but 
he added 99 per cent of the 
ships desire pilots for the 
highly-respected B.C waters. 

Should the ship be beading 
for Prince Rupert, where 
there are no pilots stationed, 
a pilot from Victoria will be 
flown from Victoria to the 
boarding station an Triple Is¬ 
land. From the boarding sta¬ 
tion, the pilot is taken aboard 
by the official department 
pilot craft. 

Pflots are stationed at Cape 
Beale and Nanaimo, to handle 
their immediate areas. 8hould 
Victoria be committed too 
heavily to staff a Prince Ru¬ 
pert-bound ship, a pilot from 
Vancouver may be ealed in. 


On occasion, when the ship¬ 
ping warrants, Pine Island at 
the northern end of Vancou¬ 
ver Island will be used as a 
boarding station, but the pilot 
has to charter a boat, since 
no regular pitot boats are 
stationed there. 

Most of the boats Inbound 
to Vancouver or to Hand 
points, however, draw their 
pilot from Victoria, and all 
of the boats bound for Vic¬ 
toria pick up pilot here, un¬ 
less they are already carry¬ 
ing one from ths Vancouver 
dispatch centre. 

The pilots have to be Ca¬ 
nadian citizens, b e t w een the 
ages of 30-and 80, a( good 
character and habits and have 
a good sea record, with a 
thorough knowledge of the 
B.C. coastal waters. 

Fickle Coast 

The pilots carry their own 
charts, kept up to date re¬ 
ligiously in accordance with 
the swiftly-changing, fickle 
face of the coastline, where 
eand bars can grow or dis¬ 
appear overnight and thou¬ 
sands of treacherous eddies, 
rocks and tides ban teat the 
mettle of the most skilled 
mariner. 

But they have to be tough to 
beat the B.C. pilots. 


ACAPULCO, Mexico — The 
sailfish are running here and 
King Fisherman contest j 
Mexico trip winner King 
Smith and his wife Pat stand 
an excellent chance of landing 
the fish of a lifetime. 

We visited the Malcaco 
waterfront strip, across the 
road from the Acapulco 
market, the other day and 
watched the charter boats 
return ... one with fora- 
sailfish and two wHh one ... 
and King Smith's eyes bugged 
as they brought them up for 
weighing, 140 and 160 pounds. 
His turn comes soon. 

★ ★ ★ 

That evening we visited toe 
luxurious home of Kay Rush, 
formerly of Hamilton, Wash., 
who knows Victoria well. 

Other guests there were 
Helen Marsalis, owner erf the 
Alicia Shop, Acapulco’s ex¬ 
clusive sports clothing shop; 
Rosemary Weisse of Switzer¬ 
land, supervisor of Cheseaveg- 
lia, a Swiss Chalet operated in 
Acapulco by Teddy Stauffer, 
and Luis Artorao Sutter, 
owner of 85-foot El Sorro, 
Acapulco’s biggest deepsea 
charter boat. 

It can cany 50 passengers 
and has four fishing chairs 
and can be set up for six. His 
boat charters for |100 a day 
or $20 a person. 

* * * 

Artorao whetted our appe¬ 
tites with tales of Acapulco 
fishing, over a glass of Vodka. 

Eight days ago his boat had 
brought in a 447-pound marlin, 
biggest this year, but he has 
caught them up to 500 pounds. 

He usually fishes 35 to 40 
miles out to sea, where he 
looks for the blue water, 
which he says is Just that ... 
blue water where you can see 
eignt or 10 feet down. 

* ★ * 

But Just now there is a big 
run of sailfish five or six 
miles out from Acapulco 
beach which is where we will 
likely fish. 

For sailfish he trolls a small 
bait fish called a Dordo, and 
they sew it an to the hook. 

A sailfish either fins 
through toe water, or Jumps 
long. 

A sail shark w*H Jump 
Straight up. 

A porpoisa Just rolls, 

* ★ * 

Once a sailfish is spotted 
they can follow Its sail in toe 
water. They feed an sardines 
and will open their mouths 
and swim right through the 
schools. 

Artorao considers porpoise 
his friends. A school of them 
will attack and kSl a sail 
shark. 

“We also have big turtles 
... eating turtles which run 
to M0 or 200 yean of age, and 
a monster turtle which weighs 
up to one and one half tons 
and carries birds on its 
back,” be said. 

“You may see one,” he 
added. 

★ * ★ 

A sailfish or marlin, he 
explained, will see toe bait 
moving and win strike with 
its biO and then crane after it 
again. 

The fish boys on board than 
tease the fish and they know 


by toe feel when it has toe 
bait in its mouth and when to 
strike. J( . 

They must hook the sailfish 
when it has the bait in its 
mouth. Otherwise the sailfish 


will throw his stomach out 
and let the bait go, and then 
swallow his stomach again. 

★ * ★ 

“We use a teaser to attract 
the fish," he explained. "It is 
a round place of wood 12 to 15 
inches long and three-and-a- 
hall inches in diameter, which 
we tow behind the boat in 
front of the bait The fish can 
see it from a distance.” 

The fish, he says, often go 
for the teaser. 

The lightest line they use is 
350-pound-test and usually 
they use 400 pounds test. 

* * ★ 

“Only exceptionally gocri 
fishermen use light lines, and 
thm they have to play toe fish 
four or five hours,” he said. 

"A marlin is very tricky. It 
will head straight for toe 
boat. You musn’t allow it any 
slack." 

“Feople who want to catch 
big sailfish have more chance 
here than they do in’Florida,’' 
Artarao said.

Juvenile Rehabilitation 

Court Panel Adds Youth

A major step in the forma¬ 
tion of machinery to provkle 
rehabilitation of juvenile* who 
appear in Family and 
Children's Court was an¬ 
nounced Saturday by Saanich 
Aid. Edith Gunning. 

Mrs. Gunning, who is chair¬ 
man of the court committee, 
announced the appointment of 
an enlarged committee, a 
move which was provided for 
in 1964 by provincial legisla¬ 
tion. Until now, no action had 
been taken. 

* * ★ 

Last fall, Mrs. Gunning 
rapped the lack of such a 
committee and said it con¬ 
fined the magistrate in his 
decisions. 

Appointments to the com¬ 
mittee were made jointly by 
the mayors of the four 


Greater Victoria municipali¬ 
ties. 

The enlarged committee, in 
addition to the four elected 
members who represent the 
municipalities, now includes 
representatives of the Greater 
Victoria Teachers’ Associ¬ 
ation, medical * o c i e t y , 
chamber of commerce, labor 
council, community welfare 
council, council of churches, 
bar association. Family and 
Children’s Service, and three 
youth representatives. 

■k k -k 

The youth appointments 
were made from nominations 
by the student councils at the 
University of Victoria and 
each of the high schools. Sue 
Evans will represent UVic. 
High school members are 
Ruth Cannon of Mount View 
and James Armstrong of 
Esquimalt. 


Up to now the committee 
has dealt with the administra¬ 
tion of the courts and, during 
the last two years, the 
construction of the new court 
building. Court administration 
now has been transferred to 
the jurisdiction of the Central 
Magistrate’s Court committee 
consisting of the four mayors. 

According to the Family 
and Children’s Court Act, the 
committee i s to include, 
where feasible, persons with 
experience in matters of 
education, health, probation 
and welfare. 

★ * ★ 

It is also laid out in the act 
that it shall meet not fewer 
than four times a year to 
consider and examine the 
resources of the community 
for family and children’s 
work, to assist die officers 
and judges of the court, and. 


generally, to make recom¬ 
mendations to the court, the 
chief probation officer or the 
director of welfare for the 
province. 

Mrs. Gunning said she be¬ 
lieved that, although progress 
had been made in the estab- 
lishement of facilities and 
staff for dealing with juvenile 
offenders, there was still a 
serious lack of community 
resources.

She listed them as follows: 

• To provide early 
diagnosis and prevention of 
delinquency problems and 
family breakdown. 

• To facilitate rehabilita¬ 
tion during the probationary 
period. 

• To provide alternates to 
industrial school.

City Home Designed by Rattenbury 

Carries His Mark I. MM

Many of Vlctoria’i fine buildings were designed by one 
man, Francis Mawson Rattenbury. The beauty of Victoria's 
Inner Harbour came directly from this man’s genius as an 
architect. For he designed the legislative buildings and the 
Empress Hotel which for many years created a lasting im¬ 
pression on visitors arriving by steamships. 

As with his public buildings, Mr. Rattenbury'a design 
for private homes carry his mark of distinction and beauty. 

It was back in 1903 that Mr. Rattenbury was commis¬ 
sioned by Mrs. Robert Dunsmulr to build a home at 582 St. 
Charles Street. It was to be a wedding present for her 
granddaughter, Elizabeth Georgina (Harvey I and her new 
husband, George Allan Kirk.

Whatever they do 
with this room I am sure they will never change their locally 
acquired light fixtures. Four beautiful five-point candelabra 
mounted on cherubs. These gilded masterpieces were made 
by an Italian craftsman circa 1800.

Charman.

Nobody can give you short¬ 
cuts to Improvement in your 
skills in speaking, re ad i n g, 
writing.

While Dr. Robert Super, 
author, and professor of 
Michigan, was a visiting pro¬ 
fessor at JJniversity of Cali¬ 
fornia, Los Angeles, I asked 
him for cues to help you along. 

“If you have problems in an 
English class, talk with your 
teacher,” he said. “Walk up 
and say ‘I’m in trouble. When 
may I talk to you?’ The 
response may vary with the 
professor, but I have never yet 
met one who refused help 
when asked for It. Assume he 
will be glad to help you, but 
that you must take the 
initiative.

“Don’t discuss the import¬ 
ance of grades,” said Dr. 
Super. “The professor will not 
be tolerant at your need, or 
greed, for grades for some 
purpose such as getting into 
some special school or course. 
He will respect an honest wish 
to get more out of the course 
you are working on at the 
moment. 

"Reading methods are indi¬ 
vidual. Some read well with 


pencil In hand, taking notes. 
Some do not. Find your way. 

“If you really want to know 
what an author has to say, 
read his book in complete 
form, not a condensation or 
outline. Read with an open 
mind, be receptive to what the 
author has to say to you. Don’t 
be held back by opinions fixed 
in advance. Yours should be 
changing constantly as you 
apply what you read to your 
way of life, now.

“Students at high school, 
college, or any level will get 
the most out of first-rate 
literature. Read the beat, and 
you are bound to get some¬ 
thing out of it. Attentive 
reading, combined with the 
help of a teacher, a handbook 
on English usage and a 
dictionary, will teach better 
patterns of speech," he said. 

To be a better writer: 

“Base the first things you 
have to say on your own 
experience of the subject,” 
said Dr. Super. 

"It’s always Important to 
have a general thesis, a 
central idea in mind before 
you start developing a paper. 

“I find it helpful to jot down 
a crude outline as a start”

How Soon Can I...? 


By M. V. CHE8NUT 

Some recent questions received in 
my mail: 

Q. — How soon can, I use a 
weedkiller on a lawn sown last October? 

A.— The young grasses will not be 
strong enough yet to take an application 
of 2,4-D weedkiller, and some damage 
could ensue. I suggest you give your 
new lawn a dressing of fertilizer now to 
strengthen growth, then use weedkiller 
in June. 

★ ★ ★ 

4). — Is it necessary to have a 
proper asparagus knife to cut aspara¬ 
gus? Will I ruin the bed if I use an 
ordinary paring knife? 

A. — While the special asparagus 
knife is very efficient, you could use 
any long, strong, narrow-bladed knife. 
Slide this carefully down beside the 
chosen shoot, taking care not to injure 
other shoots just below the soil surface, 
and make your cut about four inches 
down. 

* + * 

Q. — Because of dogs, I can't get 
anything to thrive in an unfenced flower 
bed near the street line. Any sug¬ 
gestions ? 

A. — Your best bet would be to plant 
up the problem bed with ST. John’s 


Wort. Hypericum calycinum. This is 
actually a dwarf, spreading shrub, 
about a foot tall, bearing masses of gay 
yellow blossoms. Planted about two feet 
apart each way, these will soon form a 
dense, weed-excluding ground cover, 
and the golden flowers are colorful 
from June to September. 

For some unknown reason, dogs keep 
well away from this plant. 

★ it ★ 

Q. — How can I eradicate a mossy 
patch in my lawn which seems to be 
spreading rapidly? 

A. — There are good moss-killer 
chemicals packaged under various trade 
names and available at all garden 
shops. Any one of these will take out 
the moss temporarily, but it Is almost 
sure to come back unless you take steps 
to correct the underlying cause. 

Tfiis may be poor drainage, 
exhausted soil, excessive shade or poor 
aeration from compacted soil, or from a 
combination of these factors. Where the 
lawn has been hard-Rrodden, with a 
hard, compacted surface, the best 
treatment is to spike it full of boles to 
allow air to enter to the roots. 

There are firms with motorized 
equipment who will come in, for a fee, 
and aerate your lawn, or you can rent 


or buy a hollow-tined aerating fork and 
do the job yourself by hand. 

★ A * 

Q. — We have just taken over an 
old, neglected garden full of weeds and 
coarse tufts of grass. Can I make a 
fresh start by killing off everything with 
a total vegetation killer and still plant 
up the ground this spring? 

A. — Depends on what kind of 
vegetation killer you use. Some for¬ 
mulations are made to sterilize the 
ground and keep anything from growing 
for,a year or more — for instance, in 
gravel paths end driveways. 

There is a total vegetation killer 
called Weedrlte which would suit your 
purpose. This formulation kills ALL 
green growth — grata and weeds alike 
— but is neutralized and rendered 
harmless as soon as it touches ao|l, so it 
cannot poison the ground. You can start 
planting up die plot as soon as the 
weeds and grasses are dead, which 
should be in just a few days. 

Some weeds — the perennial kinds 
with fleshy roots — will spring up again 
from the roots, and these will have to 
be treated individually with one of the 
regular weedkillers, but at least you 
will have cleared away all Jgpgrowth 
and killed all annual weeds andgrassp*.

He laid ha atarted 
the campaign down about 2,600 votes, has closed the gap to 
1,500 and now expects to win by a comfortable majority. 

The byeleotion was necessitated by the death in 1967 of 
Tom Bate of Social Credit, 


It was agreed that each riding 
association would contribute 35 
cents for each vote the NDP 
received there in the 1966 
provincial general election.

The government, said Mr. Levi, has yet to give a firm 
commitment that the bridge will be built In June as stated 
by Premier Bennett—all that Is said is that it will be built.

And now council tells us 
they are going" to establish an 
industrial area right at the 
gateway to the city where it will 
spoil the effect of the beautiful 
Ritnet estate and this beautiful, 
hilly land which is ideally suited 
for residential development.” 

There is already a light 
industrial area in Saanich which 
is not fully occupied.

Thomas Chauncey NuttaU went gold-mining in 
the Cariboo and for a time had an insurance office 
at BarkerviUe . But-July 4, of 1869 , The- Cariboo 
Sentinel had this somewhat mysterious note: “Per* 
sonal—Mr. T. C. NuttaU who has been seriously indis¬ 
posed for some time past has left on the stage for 
Victoria, where it is to be hoped a change of air will 
restore him to health and strength. He was in such 
a weakly condition that Mr. Keyes had to accompany 
him” 


Nuttatl mu an eligible 
bachelor in Victoria tor several 
years, a man about-town, frequently 
goings off to San Fmaciaeo, some¬ 
times to England, now and then to 
bis native Newfoundland. He inter¬ 
ested himself in politics and waa 
often chairman of public meetings, 
but he himself' could never be 
persuaded to run tor public office. 
He might be said to have been a 
power behind the throne. His vote 
and influence were always sought by 
those running for city council or 
legislature. 

On one of his tripa to England he 
seems to have met a young lady, 
and talked her into coming to this 
far-away place to marry him. 

This came about, as we note in 
The Colonist of Oct 8, 1878: 

“Marriage — Thomas Chauncey 
NuttaU, Esq., agent of the Phoenix 
Assurance Company of London, waa 
united in marriage to Miss Elizabeth 
S. Stoate, daughter of Richard Tate 
Stoate, Esq., of Weston-Super-Mare, 
Somerset, England. The bride arriv¬ 
ed recently on the Dakota. 

“The ceremony was performed 
by the Ven. Archdeacon Wright, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Mogg at 
Christ Church Cathedral, and the 
happy pair left immediately for 
Metehosin to spend the honeymoon. 
Mr. and Mrs. NuttaU have our beat 
wishes for their future welfare.” 

The honeymoon out la the wilds 
of Metchosin was only a few days, 
apparently, for on Oct. 9, 1878, Hw 
Colonist had this to say: "Runaway 


accident — a horse attached to a 
buggy in which were seated Mr. and 
Mrs. T. C. Nuttal] took fright when 
near the aouthern end at James Bay 
Bridge, pitching the lady and 
gentleman out, smashing the vehicle 
and badly injuring both occupants. 
They were promptly assis te d Into 
Mr. Daniel Lindsay's residence where 
they remained far the night. 

“Sirs. NuttaU has an ugly out an 
the forehead and is badly bruised on 
the shoulder and body. Mr. NuttaU 
Is covered with bruises from head to 
toot Dr. Trimble was called in and 
attended to the injuries and serious 
consequences are not feared." 

Four daughters were boro to Mr. 
‘ and Mrs. NuttaH, and they became 
prominent in Victoria’s musical and 
social Bfe. 

Mr. NuttaU branched out toto 
real estate here, and seems to have 
done very well. 

One of Victoria's glittering palaces 
of pleasure was the Alhambra Music 
HaB, patterned after toe best In Ban 
Francisoo—glittering gaa chande¬ 
liers, deep-pile red rugs, a stage 
curtain featuring beautiful ladles, 
swans, cupids and rosebuds. 

The Alhambra had its upe-and- 
downs. There were periods when It 
was fashionable and highly respect¬ 
able, as the snobbish saying was; at 
other times It was looked upon aa 
disreputable—and heaven only knew 
what went on there in the middle of 
’ the night! 

' In 1868 it was done over, and 
reopened: “Alhambra Musical Hal]

"The purchasers are Messrs. 
Thorpe and Leathern of the Artifi¬ 
cial Stoneworks, who design estab¬ 
lishing their offices to toe building. 

"The Alhambra was buih to 1884 
by Swigert and Zitner, at a east of 
818,000. and panned into Mr. Nut- 
tail's hands two yean ago. The 
lease has 18 yean to ran, toe land 
belonging to the Johnson estate, the 
beira of which reside in England.” 

In 1877 the Alhambra changed 
inwi« again: "Alhambra Hall — this 
building and lease have been pur¬ 
chased by Mr. C. W. R. Thomson for 
87,500, and w4H be occupied by Mr. 
E. Grancini tor ids hardware 
business. ”

the Victoria Gas Works; he was 
tocaMy known as Gasworks Thom¬ 
son, and he lived on toe Gorge Rond, 
to which is today known aa The 
Dingle House.) 

The NuttaH daughters attended 
SL Ann’s Academy, and their 
names appeared frequently In toe 
pass list* and aoaoutta of aoualea] 
entertainments, tor 9t Ann’s waa a 
centre of music, French and Chtwa- 
paintfag, the pursuits which young 
lathes followed to order that toey 
would be genteely accomplished 
fitting wives tor young men from 
toe best families. 

I.enjoyed rending of St. An's 
activities in toe 1890s, and I hope 
you wiH, too:

POWER BEHIND the THRONE 
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LACE-MAKING 




In 1919 a visitor from 
England , a Miss Spencer , 
came to Denman island 
to visit her brother. She 
brought with her the 
necessary supplies of 
threads and bobbins for 
making of “pillow ” or 
^bobbin 99 lace, and to 
while away the hours she 
taught the young girls of 
the island how to make 
lace. 

Julia Burley, a native-born Vic¬ 
torian, is a grand-daughter of 
George Jeeves who was a member 
of the firm of Jeeves and McGregor, 
contractors for the legislative build¬ 
ings. Both her father and grand- 
fattier came from Bedfordshire, 
England. She is a woman of many 
accomplishments and her home on 
Dorset Road might be called a 
museum in miniature. 

Here are examples of her beauti¬ 
ful petit point, Irish crochet, 
ceramics and. latterly, pieces of 
exquisite Cluny, Maltese and Tor¬ 
chon pillow lace, the knowledge of 
which has come down. Indirectly, 
from that same Miss Spencer who 
learned the craft from lacemakers 
in Buckinghamshire where the art 
has been practised for centuries. 

In Mrs. Burley's possession are 
some 40 of the priceless bobbins 
used in the making of this beautiful 
lace which have been in her family 
since 1858. Her great-grandmother 
was Caroline Tatrrvan of Bedford¬ 
shire and one of Julia's cherished 
bobbins is inscribed with the name 
of Caroline's brother, John Tatman. 

The bobbins of the Midlands form 
the most remarkable of the relics of 
the industry. The earliest-mentioned 
by Shakespeare—were made of 
bone, hence the name “Bone Lace.*' 

The bobbins are for the purpose 
of holding and manipulating die 
threads and applying the correct 
tension. The slim shaft has a 
slimmer neck for the thread, 
surmounted by a double “knop" 
forming a second neck, around 
which the end of the thread is 
twisted in a half-hitch. A “spangle”

of glass beads Is attached to the 
bottom to hold the bobbin steady 
against die pillow upon which the 
lace is made. 

The bobbins are made mainly of 
Wood—plum, hazel, pear, apple, 
maple, willow, ash, birch and 
dogwood. Others of oak, yew and 
box. Occasionally ivory was used in 
' place of bene. 

Julia's heirloom bobbins are 
beautiful, some of bone, some of 
ivory, and many of wood, worn to a 
satin smoothness by hands long 
stilled. Some are inlaid with pewter 
or lead, some with silver wire. Some 
open-work ones contain miniature 
bobbins which were inserted after 
the fresh bone had been softened in 
hot water. The “spangles” on these 
antique bobbins consist of, usually, 
nine beads threaded on copper wire, 
the centre one a large Venetian or 
deoorated bead, the other “square 
cuts" in clear or eolored glass. 

Bobbins were lavishly decorated 
and inscribed. Colored bands and 
drilled spots in many colors were 
the more usual deeorations. Some¬ 
times colors were mixed with gum 
arable and applied to the spots with 
a crow quill. In one part of the 
country it was customary to have a 
bobbin made from the bone of the 
joint, or roast, consumed at a 
wedding feast. 

The Inscribed bobbins were usu¬ 
ally made of bone and quaint indeed 
are some of the inscriptions. They 
commemorated birthdays, hangings, 
elections, and historical events. 
There were blessings, such 89 "May 
the plesours of rest in our hearts” 
and "Bless my Dan.” There were 
curses: “If you touch It will take.” 
and pious phrases such as "jesus is 
altgether lovly.” There were inscrip¬ 
tions for absence, as “Forget me not 
when I ar away" and there wee 
injunctions such as “Love me 
truely” and a thousand others. 

Julia Burley, then, possessed the 
bobbins of making piMow lace and 
some two and a half years ago a 
friend, Mrs. G. H. Thornbery, gave 
her the necessary pillow and so she 
began the fascinating pastime which 
now fUls many hours of each day. 

Fortunately she has 
a friend In Bedford¬ 
shire who has been 
■ending her bobbins 
since she began and 
she has no idea how 
many she now owns, 
but they number in the 
hundreds. 

She has Dutch. Bel¬ 
gian, German and Eng¬ 
lish bobbins and lately 
some have been made 
in Vancouver and one 
pattern of Cluny lace 
upon which she is now 
working calls for 122, 
all these Vancouver 
made. 

She even has two 
ceramic bobbins made 
by a friend in Camp¬ 
bell River, a quite new 
departure. The Van¬ 
couver bobbins come 
without the “Spangles’' 
to weigh them down so 
she collects glass beads 
of every shape, size 
and color, and makes 
her own. 

In the old days two 
types of pillow were in 
general use, the square

pillow and the round bolster-shaped 
pillow with open ends. Julia uses 
the square pillow with rounded 
corners, though one of her treasured 
possessions is the reproduction of a 
French pillow made for her by a 
Mr. F. Steggles, of Victoria. 

Mrs. Burley went to Mrs. Lena 
Garamie, in Duncan, to start her 
lace-making, with the Valley Lace 
dub. Then she joined the Denman 
and Distriot Lace dub at Royston, 
V.L and there, she remarks, Mrs. 
Gladys McRae and Mrs. Orton 
Sherwood gave her invaluable help. 
The club at Royston is a congenial 
group of about 30 members and 
Mrs. Burley joins them about once a 
month. 

One of the original members, 
taught years ago by Miss Spencer, is 
Mrs. Rose Robertson, now living in 
Victoria. Julia has worked very hard 
and has caught up on members who 
have been making lace for 20 years 
and she is delighted, in turn, to help 
others. A famous lace-maker, Mary 
Alexander, in Cromer, England, has 
been a great inspiration to her and 
has sent her many lovely patterns. 

The linen thread used in the lace 
Is all imported from England, 
Ireland, or Germany, and the brass 
pins used for holding the thread 
until the next stitch is completed, 
are also imported from England. 

Julia Burley's granddaughter, 
Wendy Hunt, is 12, and she has 
Picked up the art very quickly and 
has already finished a piece of lace 
suitable for edging a handkerchief. 
Perhaps this great-great-grand¬ 
daughter of Caroline Tatman of Bed¬ 
fordshire has inherited something 
of her ancestor’s gift. Undoubtedly 
Julia has done so, although as she 


so modestly puts it: “It’s aD In tho 
way you twist the bobbin," which is, 
to be sure, an understatement. 

Earliest records of the lace-mak¬ 
ing industry date back In England 
to the 16th century when it becamo 
popular for the decoration of cloth¬ 
ing, for men and women. Great 
quantities were imported during tha 
17th and 18 centuries. In the ward¬ 
robe account of King Charles I there 
is an item for 994 yards for 12 col¬ 
lars and 24 pairs of cuffs, 

The introduction of lacemaking in 
England concerns refugee lace¬ 
makers arriving from the continent 
to escape religious persecution in 
France and the Netherlands. It is 
said that the industry was intro* 
duced in Bedfordshire through the 
charity of Queen Catherine of 
Aragon, as a means of subsistence 
of the peasantry. 

The craft was on a commercial 
basis when Eaton Socon overseers, 
in 1596, resolved to say “Ijd the 
weeke to the woman that teachetii 
the pore children to worck bone lace 
... And every child thus worckinge 
shall weekly be paid from the gaine 
of Mr. Beverly his stock' so muche 
as they shall earen by their 
worcldngs: and such pore as do not 
send their children being able to 
worck shall receive no relief from 
the collection.” 

These efforts to make the poor 
self-supporting were repeated in 
other Bedfordshire and Bucking¬ 
hamshire parishes. Sir William 
Borlase founded a workhouse in 
which 24 “women children ware 
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Any Old Bottles to Sell?

“iiiy old bottle*? Amy old bottle*? Rag*—bone* 


old bottle* to tell?* 9 
Many a time tki* old street try used to be beard 
through the town* m the long ago . It i* *afe to say 
that we hear it mo longer, for surely the **rag and 
bone ” men went out long before the atom age . 


However, his cry is as urgent 
mm as it was then in so far as the 
need for old bottle* is concerned. 
Indeed, it may eves have become 
more urgent. It used to be that old 
kettles were JO a penny, but now 
many a person is going down to hla 
cellar to see what he can find foere 
in the way of glass or stone ware. 
He might stumble on a fortune. 

Why have bottles suddenly be¬ 
come so important? 

Because bottles are history, 
aright be as good an answer as any. 
More and more our articles at daily 
Jiving ‘are manufactured to be 
disposable. Even large household 
appliances are now made with a 
defkiite time Hmit on their useful¬ 
ness. It is no idle cry that things are 
not made for long use as they once 
were. They are made to be scrapped 
after fairly short usage. 

In particular, of course, con¬ 
tainers have changed very much. 
Since the use of plastic came Into ite 
own, It is used for almost every 
trm at container we have. H 
doesn't break; it is cheap to 
ir duce. These are two very im¬ 
portant points, and who is to ear* 
that the sea and the seashore is 
cluttered with plastic detergent 
bottles. Plastic doesn't sink, eifoer! 

So, if one is going to use plastic 
for every possfble purpose, then 
glass and earthenware bottles are 
rapidly going out of styfe and oat of 
use. 

It is about 18 months ago now 
that folk on the west coast began to 
waken to this fact and to think that 
perhaps old bottles might become 
important as a collector’s item. 

It would be Interesting to dis¬ 
cover who was first responsible for 
this thought. For the thought 
became a fact and now, less than 
two years later, bottles have indeed 
become c -Tlector’s items. In fact, 
bottles have become the rage. 

So much so that catalogue* 
containing lists of almost every type 
and color of bottle can now be 
bought, together with lists of the 
going prices of all types. 


Of course, foe real value of a 
butde lies ks Ms history and to Ha 
beauty. Long, long ago, foe first 
bottles were made of leather. The 
value of these and of early glass 
bottles has been obvious right along. 
Here, on our west ooost. however, It 
is apparent that much of foe history 
at our province lies In the articles 
left behind by the common people 
who ventured much to build this 
land of ours. 
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With what high hopes they came 
westward—especially those who 
came seeking gold. Many, of course, 
came from below the border, and 
many others came by ship from the 
old country. 

What did they think of this new 
world? Did the silence of the forests 
worry them, or foe fear of wild 
animals dag their footsteps? And 
how much did they miss foe old life 
they had left behind? How much did 
they treasure those common every* 
daj articles they had brought with 
them? 

It is said that foe first bottle 
enthusiasts came into being in 
Nevada and California where some 
of the ghost towns offered an 
excellent source of material. Soon 
the idea caught on here as well, tor 
we have our own ghost towns, and 
foe Island is rich in history. 

One of foe most fervent oolleo- 
tors in Victoria is Watson Maries, 
who owns a fascinating store on 
Government Street. Mr. Maries has 
long been interested In furniture, 
kitchen utensils, books, pictures and 
any other object that can can have s 
bearing on the history of B.C. in 
general, and in Victoria in particu¬ 
lar. It Is natural, therefore, that he 
was quick to listen to foe grapevine 
on the subject of bottles. 

Today, Mr. Maries has a collec¬ 
tion of approximately 500 bottles and 
stoneware jars of aB sorts and sizes. 
It is probably just as well that he 
has a store in which to keep them. 
Wives don’t always go along with 
the pack-rat tendencies of their 
husbands. Though. Mr. Maries re¬ 
ports foat his wife is as keenly 
tot crested as he is in this hobby. 

Until one comes to examine some

of the ftems to his coilectfon, bottles 
may seem to be just battles and of 
r ’ par tic liar interest. Under Mr. 
Marie*’ tutelage, however, it Is soon 
easy to develop an interest which 
might almost bring one to foe brink 
of botHe-co Dec ting for oneself. 

For instance, bow many lovely 
sounding shades of color are to be 
found to the Collector's Lost. Isn’t 
glass just plain glass-colored 7 Not 
by any means. There is amber and 
amethyst and ruby red; there is 
green tint. and pale green, jade 
green, aqua and opalescent and 
avocado green; there is dark brown 
and aMve drab, black glass, milk 
glass, blue and cobalt. And then 
there ia foat lovely pale amethyst 
color which is a sure sign that the 
bottle has been long exposed to the 
ultra violet rays of the sun. 

Stone ware, too, has a place in 
the collector’s heart. Stone ware and 
earthenware ia strongly featured in 
Mr. Maries’ ooilection. and he hae 
tome of which he is very fond. 

Because of the sudden interest to 
bottles aH sorts of containers are 
popular. Early Coca Cola bottles, for 
instance, are in great demand, fonee 
they differ considerably in shape 
from the modern ones. Eves Kel¬ 
lers' Dundee qiarmalade must now 
be more than ever popular since the 
stone jar in which K is packed is 
quite readily resaleable. 

Embossed bottles, especially if 
hand-blown, are a find to be 
cherished. In this regard. Miss C. 
Taylor of Battery street has bees 
very fortunate. Although a late¬ 
comer to bottle collecting, and one 
who does not yet feel she ranks as a 
■ collector, though greatly interested. 
Miss Taylor has been fortunate 
enough to discover a number at 
hand-blown, embossed wine or beer 
bottles up-Island around the site of 
the old ghost town of Cumberland. 

While she was up there this 
summer, Miss Taylor tells me foat 
the few remaining elderly Chinese 
were very willing to guide her to 
likely spots. In particular, there was 
one swampy area where she found 
several of her specimens. Her finds 
include bottles mainly green In 
color, though she has a few amber 
ones. Most of foese still have a 
patina an them which shows foey 
have been embedded to acid soil for 
many years. 


. Mis* Taylor h of foe opinion foat 
most of her finds are Chinese ia 
origin. Certainly, some are em¬ 
bossed with what appears to be 
Chinese writing, and one of these ia 
also embossed with the name Wing 
Lee Wai above the Chinese writing. 
To her delight. Miss Taylor alaa 
found one small Chinese medicine 
bottle, not more than two inches 
tail. And while she was cleaning out 
one of the larger wine bottles, she 
found another even smaHed medi¬ 
cine bottle inside the large one. 

So, although Miss Taylor con¬ 
tends foat she is not yet a col lector, 
she is interested enough to wonder 
whether there is a possibility of a 
collector's group being formed here 
to Victoria. If there is, she would be 
glad to bear of it. 

But to get back to Mr. Maries 
and bis large collection. It is easy to 
see be has foe eye of a collector 
since he seems to be so fortunate ia 
his finds. He rates as his proudest 
possession the large container which 
was filled with table salt by the D. 
Bumstead A Company, purveyors 
or Royal British Table Salt before 
the turn of the century, 

Another important number Is sa 
early Mason jar first patented to 
1858. These are in good demand and 
Mr„ Maries is particularly happy la 
have one of aqua glass. This is a 
sign that it is an oki Mason jar since 
In five early days they were maiidy 
of. this color, whereas nowadays they 
are made of plain glass. 

However foe prize gems among 
Mason jars are those at amber 
odor. These are very rare. It you 
are lucky enough to have one to 
your cellar then you are in the chi pa 
to foe tune of some *20. That k, id 
course, always supposing you do no* 
decide to go into foe collecting 
business yourself. 

Figural bottles are another item 
which collectors like to find. These 
are bottles—usually smaHish to 
afae made in foe shape of a dog or 
a fiddle or even a gun. It is not so 
long ago that these used to be filled 
wrth very small candies for the 
young folk, tut now they are to 
demand once again. Early Canadian 
b o t t le s , too. are precious. Especially 
ao 9 foey have a beaver or a thkfis 
rtnbnssed on them. 

Among the smallest items in Mr. 
Marlps' collection must be a set of 
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opium containers, but Mr. Marie* 
•ays this is incorrect. They contain 
medicine, and indeed one of them is 
a Chinese cure for influenza which 
he claims is a much better and 
quicker cure than any found in the 
Western world. 

At the opposite end of the scale 
(com those tiny medicines are the 
big atone or earthenware jars. Mr. 
Maries places as his largest item, a 
three gallon Mission Orange dis- 
penser with a tap at the bottom of 
the side for pouring. He dates this 
as early 20th century. 

Another recent find, and one 
which is really lovely, is a tall 
brown eari hen ware bottle of beauti¬ 
ful proportions. Mr. Maries found 
this in the Goodwill store. A t the 
time It had been painted over with 
flowers by someone who evidently 
bad not noticed its own beauty of 
line. Mr. Maries could see It, 
though, and he bought it and took it 
borne. After a short session in the 
Acid bath the unwanted flowers had 
*0 disappeared and the old bottle 
abone forth in its full beauty. This 
bottle came from Amsterdam origi¬ 
nally and had. in ail probability held 
liqueur of some sort. 

And talking of earthenware Jam 
and bottles brings us right back to 
Victoria —and in particular to the 
Victoria of the last century and' the 
uariy part of this one. Seme of the 
most interesting bottle* seen were 
those earthenware ones os ad in (he 
old days to h >ld ginger beer and soft 
drinks. The names of several aid 
Victoria business firms were noted 
am these. In particular—The Old 
-EtagHah Beverage Co , Erskine Wai- 
feee. Victoria Botanic Company, and 
Oris Worley of W a d d ingto n AHey. 

- The Victoria Botanic Oomnsny 
aeems an odd name for a soft drink 
Arm. However, a little research 
■•covered the fact that this com¬ 
pany which operated at the Tear of 
MM Cedar Hill Road, made aH its 
aofi drinks from plants and herb*. It 
is also noted by one who was 
fmrhmate to be on hand to enjoy K, 
that the Botanic Company mode ’the 
Bust gorgeous ginger ale of all 
time' 

Mr. Christopher Moriey at T 
Waddington Alley, was well-known 
ha a manufacturer of soft draks 
toward the end of the last century. 
We have proof of this from The 
Ootoaist, which put out a special 
edition on Sunday, April 5. 1896 to 
(amor "Victoria, the Self-made Capi¬ 
tal of British Columbia." AH the 
main businesses were listed, and 
intone them was that of Mr. Chris 
Moriey. The paper noted that Mr. 
Moriey first came to live in Victoria 
in 1862 and was one of the Party 
pioneers. It was in 1880 that he took 
aver sole ownership ot the firm of 
Greenwood A Moriey, "and ha* 
conducted the business most 
successfully." 

The same article goes on to 


mention that Mr. Moriey'* soft drink 
factory was equipped with the "latest 
steam machinery, and a Bernet 
Foster soda water machine, which 
ha* a capacity of 30,000 bottles a 
day." Victoria must Have loved It* 
soda water ha those days! Some at 
Mr. Moriey 1 * products included 
soda, seltzer, Uthia, magnesia, and 
plain aerated waters. Lemonade, 
ginger ale, sarsaparilla, cream soda, 
raspberry, vanilla, st raw ber ry , pine¬ 
apple, orange and many other kinds 
of syrups. 

Mr. Mcrley** specialities. It was 
noted, were raspberry vinegar, lime 
juice cordial, essence of peppermint, 
ginger and bitters. He also made a 
speciality of bottling wines. 

In this same issue of the Oofcnist, 
there is mention of another Victoria 
firm who had a pottery factory an 
Constance Chve Road. Victoria 
West. It is paasfblr that Mr. Moriey 
got Ms stoneware bottles from this 
firm which was known as The 
British Columbia Pottery Company, 
Ltd., 

So, for anyone who Is interested 


in the collection of old bottles, 
Victoria and Vancouver Island 
generally seem to be a rich hunting 
ground. Mr. Marie?, himself, is 
Interested mainly in local bottles 
since he feels they do much to help 
teP Victoria's history. • 

Fbr those who feel the urge to 
take up flie search. Mr. Maries 
suggests old survey maps uses! in 
comparison with new survey mi|«. 
He says that If one stands on the 
Site of an old building or the rains 
thereof, and reasons out where 
would be the likeliest place to bias 
the empties, then one is fairly 
certain of a find. 

There are several likely spots 
right here around town. Or. a little 
further afield, Mr. Maries know* of 
an old iron mine In the Snake 
direction whose budding have long 
since gone. He thinks this would be 
a fruitful place to search, though, of 
oourae, the owner’s permission must 
be obtained before any trespassing 
or digging is done. 

In regard to this, Mr. Maries is 
vehement in Ms denunciation at 


those people who are only out to 
make a fast buck without any 
thought of the historical value of 
their find*. He, personally, enjoy* 
ooflectiag for the sheer joy of the 
hunt, and for the bearing any such 
find* may have on the history of our 
town. He reiterates that the great¬ 
est care should be taken that mm 
damage is done and that permission 
mast, at all times, be first obtained 
before the search is started. 

One Inter-sting point has come to 
light with the craze for old bottles. 
It is a normal thing nowadays to 
speak of booze, but how mary 'i us 
know the origin of this wird. Wrtl, 
back is 1840. Mr. E. C. Booz ot 11B 
Walnut Street. FVI^deMhis, was 
famous for his Old Csbm Whisky. 
And to him we owe the same at 
nickname so often heard today. HI* 
product must have been so good that 
instead of speaking of whisky It 
became normal tn call It booze. 

So. the next time a drink is in 
order, say a word nf thanks to Mr. 
Booz whose famous whisky gav« 
birth to a new name.

The 1892 directorv of British 
Columbia said of Mr. Nuttail:—"erne 
of Victoria’s earlier pioneers and 
best known and oldest residences, 
came to this province in 1859, and 
with the exception of two years 
during visits to Europe, California 
and Newfoundland, has resided in 
Victoria ever slnoe. He ow n s con¬ 
siderable property and has aided 
materially in assisting hi various 
ways the advancement at the city. 

"Mr. Nuttail is a native of 
Newfoundland, the son of the late 
John Charles Nuttail of Bristol, 
England, of the well-known old 
mercantile firm of Nuttail, Thorne 
and Company, merchants and ship¬ 
owners. 

"In 1864 he established the agency 
here lor the old and universally 
known Phoenix Fire Insurance Com¬ 
pany, and whitfi company he still 
ably represents with much credit 
and satisfaction to all concerned.” 

In January ot 1903. Miss Bessie 
Nuttail caused a stir when she bad a 
poem, entitled "The Passing of the 
Year,” published in The Canadian 
Magazine of Toronto. The Colonist, 
proud of such a talented young 
Victorian, re-printed it:— 

Silent and sad, the Old Year 
lay, with the now npaa bis hair. 

And the brow of the pa —by 
monarch was farrowed slth 
Kith of care. 

HI* eye* were dim with a 
sorrow, born of the days goaa 


In February of 1906, Thomas 
Cbaunoey Nuttail died, and Ik* 
Colonist recorded : "Death has 
robbed Victoria of another cf its 
leading pioneer residents— year® ago 
the deceased did a very large 
commission and insurance business, 
and in tMs vocation was foremast 
amoqgst his class.

MURDER - „ PARADE GROUND

W hen Capt. Kendall of the west¬ 
ward-bound Atlantic liner Mont¬ 
rose, got interested in the Rev. 
Mr. Robinson and his son (who 
boarded the ship at Antwerp), 
he finally radioed his suspicions 
to Scotland Yard. As a result Insp. 
Dew caught the faster Laurenlic, 
enabling him to meet the Montrose 
at Father Point in the St. Law¬ 
rence. Climbing aboard with the 
pilot, as soon as he spotted the 
bespectacled little man in clerical 
garb. Dew immediately tabbed him 
as Harvey Hawley Crippen, at the 
same time figuring his companion 
in boy’s clothing to be his mistress. 
Miss Ethel LeNeve. Harvey, as 
you probably remember, left his 
wife, Belle Elmore, behind in Lon¬ 
don. Left her, you might say, in 
peculiar circumstances. In other 
words, cemented under the base¬ 
ment floor of their HUldrop Cres- 
cent home in Holloway. 

It was unfortunate, of course, that Harvey 
told a lot of people things that weren't true. Like, 
for instance, saying his wife had left him and 
gone back to the States, and that she died there. 

Harvey's trip to the gallows was all part of 
the formula of his era. Mias LeNeve, figured to 
be more sinned against than sinning, remained 
behind to read about it in the papers. 

It was earlier that same morning, the 
morning that saw Dr. Crippen unmasked on the 
Montrose, that Gunner Thomas “Paddy” Allen, 
awoke in his bunk in No. 2 building. Work Point 
Barracks. For the next few minutes wished he 
hadn't. 9 

For Gunner Allen was suffering from a 
hangover that defied ail human comprehension. 
Not that this was an unusual, condition, living as 
he did in the "15 cents straight, two for a 
quarter" days, when a customer poured his own 
and only his conscience was his guide. However, 
even for those free and easy days, Paddy had 
been belting them back pretty steadily in the past 
month or ao. Which is why his condition on this

particular morning bordered on that descending 
plateau colloquially known as “the shakes.’* 

No wander, loo, that in keeping with his new 
found record as a {barrack room lush, Paddy's 
downward trend excited adverse opinion. 

Which af coarse made him all the mare 
morose. In fact, in terms of modern psychiatry, 
Paddy was in the grip of a persecution complex. 
Heart of the complex, to him, was 32-year-old 
Capt. Peter Elliston, the officer commanding No. 
5 company. 

Of course, no matter how tough the 
beginning, one aiwayrgets up. Which was-true of 
Paddy. There la evidence that he was up and 
around and in the yard, for a minute or two, 
surveyed some of his pals on a scaffolding, 
whitewashing the waR of a building. One of them, 
in fact, made the remark: "Grab a brush. Paddy, 
and lend a hand,” adding with a smirk: “It'H help 
you get over the shakes.” . . 

Slightly sickened, perhaps, by their cheerful 
pir of health and wel being, Paddy moved off. 

It was a little later, about 10 past nine, that a 
second storey window in No. 2 building was seen 
to stealthily open, and from It projected the 
muzzle of a Ross rifle. Which was about the same 
time, 380 yards away, Capt. ElUston crossed the 
barrack square. Suddenly as die rifle spat death, 
his quick walk faltered, his hand went to the hack 
of his neck, and he collapsed. Sgt. Maj. Farley 
was first at his side, asking him if he knew where 
the shot came from. Elliston by a superhuman 
effort raised himself, made a feeble gesture with 
one hand, and collapsed again. 

Curious to relate, it was Just then that Paddy 
Allen appeared on the square, and strolling up to 
the fallen officer, surveyed him for a second or 
two. and walked on. 

Walked- on, as someone noticed, (trough the 


big main gate and out into Hoad Street. By now, 
of course, other men came running, orders were 
snapped and Elliston, placed on a stretcher, was 
carried into the nearest building. There, three 
quarters of an hour later, he died. 

It was rather a shocking and untimely end tor 
a bright young officer, who only four years before 
as a lieutenant in Britain’s Royal Artillery, had 
transferred as a captain to the new Royal 
Canadian Garrison Artillery. 

Allen, on the other hand. 12 years in the 
army, had up to recently proved himself a pretty 
smart soldier, and the crack shot of No. 5 
company. 

In recent months, however, Paddy started 
drinking, and with the drinking came penalties. 
Though not as severe as some might have wished. 
Mainly because Capt. Elliston had no wish to mar 
the marksmanship record of No. 5 oompany. 
Which in turn depended greatly on Gunner Allen, 
the star performer. 

After the first tumult of the parade ground 
shooting, the investigation quickly fefl into 
systematic pattern. Which finally pointed to 
Paddy Allen as having fired the fatal shot. Which 
of course meant a phone call to the provincial 
police in Bastion Square, met by the quick 
response that a man was on the wny. 

While this was happening, Paddy was making 
his way along Esquimalt Road, his mind now a 
little more in focus with the realization of what 
he had done. Naturally his most immediate and 
pressing need was tor a stiff drink. Slogging 
steadily eastward it was about 20 to 10 when he 
walked into the bar of St. George’s Inn at the 
corner of Dominion Road, and ordered a double 
brandy. 

Proprietor Tom Griffiths being out at the back, 
and Fred Pellow the bartender having his 
breakfast, Mrs. Griffiths was filling in behind the 
bar. Like a clip from Coronet tan Street she 
noticed his strange, dazed look. She also noticed, 
after he searched bis pockets, he had ho money. 

Stffl without a word, he went through to the 
lounge and stretched himself on a chesterfield. It 
was then that PeHow returned, end with an 
informative jerk of her head,Mrs. G. gave Fred 
the hint to get rid of Allen. 

"What’s the matter with you?” said Pellow, 
as he stood eyeing the recumbent figure. 

“I'm sick," said Allen with a groan. 

“Well, you ean*t be sick here," said Fred. 
"Better go outside and get some air.” 

Obediently Paddy got to his feet, and wider 
the watchful eye of the bartender, took himself 
off. AcroM the road He disappeared Into a patch 
of brush. 

It was a few. minutes later that'a search 
party turned up. consisting of Gunners Healey 
and Smith, Trumpeter Trimby, headed by QMS 
Askey. Questioned if he had seen Allen, Pellow 
pointed across die road. A minute or two later 
the soldiers brought Allen out on the road. TOiieh 
was about the moment a horse and buggy drew 
up, and from k stepped Prov, Const. W. H. 
Docksteader. He placed Alien., under arrest and 
took him to town. 

I have hinted that the death of Elliston sent a 
shock through the town. Three days later Lt.-Col. 
Arthur Carte, along with Ms adjutant, MaJ. 
Ridgeway-Wilaon, turned out the 5th Regiment for 
the funeral.

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This Arbutus Grows and Grows

Ordinarily it’s a slow grower, 
ike arbutus, hating to be trans¬ 
planted and resisting stubbornly 
all domestic cogsetting and encour¬ 
agement. 

Six years ago I fetched from the 
woods five tiny seedlings, potted 
them with loving care, and uneeas* 
administered food, water, 
and what I trusted would be help¬ 
ful prayers. f 

They died with great determina¬ 
tion. All except one, which is still 
only about 14 inches high and has 
to be nursed through dry weather. 
If any. But it's coming on • • • 

Rather different it the growth o< Arbutus 
Graft*, the local workshop tor the dlaabled, which 
also having started, late to I960, with five 
seedling! In the shape at five lonely and 
handicapped women in wheelchair*, and one non¬ 
handicapped friend who was interested in helping 
them, now has just about outgrown it* quarters at 
11*9 Vancouver Street. 

Mm. Alan Sutton, 1671 St. Francis Wood, first 
became aware of the need that was here, dirough 
the Naden swimming program. She collected 
thee- leas fortunate friend*; and one afternoon ■ 
week they met to visit and to discuss what 
activities might by practical and available. 

They started off with basketry, and a 
professional occupational therapist was obtained 
to teach them. This was October. By January of 
the following y<'ar the little group had more than 
tripled In numbers, the Girl Guides were loaning 
their Oak Bay hal’ for meetings, and Mrs. Sutton 
was badly in need of moral support 

She lund it ir. Mrs. Sidney Pickles and Mrs. 
George Anst-y, who earae along to teach 
■reaving. A hand-loom was borrowed. The 
meetings were ao successful that they were 
Increased to three a week. Mrs. Sutton went to 
the Rehabilitation Foundation of B.C., then the 
Polio Foundation, and was given a grant to oover 
rent, light, and heat for one year, at quarters an 
Esquimau Road. Other volunteers Joined to lend 
their aid, the churches gave their assistance in 
various ways, and the whole thing mushroomed. 
By spring, every afternoon a week aaw the 
Arbutus Club at work, anij.ptiU more space was 
requited. The Foundation approved, and the move 
to 1119 Vancouver Street was made. 

Today die club number* about 51 hand* 
ca pped .members, of whom 22 are to wheelchairs, 
and the workshop is open five days a week from 9 
to 4. Robert Knight, a retired business man from 
Calgary, as _ administrator: George Davies 
supervises the wood-working department: and 
Mrs. Margaret Smillle is to charge of the women 
and teaches weaving, la addition, the volunteer 
helpers number about 60 to all, and these drive 
the workers back and forth, act as tea hostesses, 
and instruct in various crafts. > 

A fairly recent acquisition Is a specially 
constructed bus which can- carry four wheel¬ 
chairs, plus a few extra customers If they are 
mobile. 

The- centre Itself is a very busy place indeed. 
The woodworkers tut* out picture frames, bird¬ 
houses, hospital tables, trays, and adjustable 
stands for the hand-looms used by the weavers. 
There are a good half dozen of these now, 
engaged in making everything from delicate 
pastel guest towel.- to heavy, brightly ootored pot- 
boldcrs. 

The ceramics department goes In for 
ashtrays, teapot stands, and tiles. 

There are men doing a highly professional Job 
In re-caning seals of chairs, some of which are 
handsome period pieces. 

Boxes of vivid gold and silver Ohrisfmas 
crackers, complete with outer ornaments, snap*

pen, and small price toys Inside, are budding up 
for next December. 

Artificial corsages are made, and so are 
hooked rugs. 

Some member* fled they hare a talent for 
painting, sad oee woman, uadlsoouraged by 
a I moat complete paralysis, works determinedly 
with her brush held to her teeth. A shelf holds 
dozens at stretched canvases. The basketry table 
is always crowded. 

A high standard of work la re q u ir ed, and, 
when attained, the various products, are offered 
for sale. The workshop displays its wares at 
church teas, bazaars, die Lapidary Association 
shows, and last fall to the Art Gallery. Of the 
money realized, 25 per cent goes to defray the 
Cost of materials, the balance goes to the worker. 

However, explains Bob Night, the money is 
really secondary. What has been striven for here 
is encouragement for the despondent, congenial 
companionship for those whose disabilities made 


them lonely, useful hobble* for those whp felt 
themselves useless. Because after all these are 
mentally alert men and women who are 
nevertheless unemployable by industry. 

In these humanitarian aims the Arbutus Club 
*e.>ms to have much intensely gratifying success. 
Them was, for instance, a case involving two 
crippled sisters, young, both in wheelchairs. Their 
parents had taker them, by way of a camper in 
and out of which they must be lifted at every 
stop, from Montana to Seattle >o Vancouver to 
Victoria, searching for a congenial locale with 
some kind uf program which would help. Here the 
search came to an end. The family, said Bob 
Knight, is content, snd the two young women, at 
first too helpless and too hopeless even to falk, 
are now amongst toe club’s most eager workers. 

Then them was the boy, a victim both -A polio 
and of such deep despair that he refused to lift 
his bead, who ha- gradually been brought back 
not only to happiei thinking, but to the realizatioa 
that he has outstanding talent as an artist. 

A badly handicapped old lady of 82 found that 
she could completely forget her afflictions in the 
art uf weaving She came regularly to the 
workshop, and when at last a heart attack took 
her away, her appreciation of the help she had 
received was expressed In her will, in which she 
bad noted .that there were to be no flowers at her 
funeral, please — instead, a donation to the 
Arbutus Crafts. 

"These things ” remarked Bob Knight 
contentedly, “give us tremendous satisfaction." 

The centre itself la regulated by a board of 
governors, 15 in number, of whom four are 
always from the handicapped workers and elected 
by them. Rant, light, heat, salaries and office 
expenses arc defrayed by an annual grant from 
. the Rehabilitation Foundation. 

The existing quarters are already, says the 
administrator, "bursting at the seams." Much 
more space Is needed and Isn't easy to find, 
because the location must be central and all on 
one floor. 

Certainly the place swarms and buzzes like a 
hive I It was latish In the afternoon when I left, 
and everybody, having done his or her weaving, 
painting, basketwork, or what-have-you. was 
getting ready tor what la probably the most 
Important part, psychologically, of the daily 
pattern ... the hour or a* of social relaxation. 
Voices rose, and there was much laughter. 

Bob Knight smiled. "The highlight of the 
day," be said, "yea-time."

on a charge of minder and later at the fall assize 
listened impassively as a jury brought in a guilty 
verdict. I .believe it was Chief Justice Gordon 
Hunter who pronounced the death sentence, after 
wlrich Paddy was taken to the Hillside jaD to 
await his appointment with Canada's executioner. 

However, in the meantime, his counsel, 
stirred by lack of that fundamental element 
called premeditation, filed an appeal and the 
Supremo Court of Canada finally granted the 
crackshot of No. 5 company a new trial. 

This time be was convicted of manslaughter 
and got a life sentence. Not natural life, but one 
of those 20-year things. Which meant a possible 
parole in 10. Of course long before that Victorians 
had turned their minds to more pleasant subjects 
and had practically forgotten all about Paddy 
Allen and his marksmanship. 

However In May, 1912, almost two years after 
the fatal parade ground shooting, someone at 
Work Point in the course of a barracks cleanup 
came across some odds and ends in a locker. 
Finally, from the innermost recesses, came an 
old kit bag. For a few minutes its ownership was 
a bit of a mystery, until some old papers gave a 
clue. It had belonged to the now forgotten Gunner 
Allen. 

Inside, almost overlooked, was a pocket that 


yielded a notebook. Riffling through the pages, 
suddenly a searcher drew his companions* 
attention to its import It was a diary kept by 
Gunner Allen. There in his unmistakable 
handwriting were his day-to-day thoughts. Right 
up to that fatal morning of Aug. 1. 1910. Not only 
had he set down his jaundiced view of army life, 
but something else ... his plan to shoot Capi, 
Elba ton! 

If that diary had appeared in evidence at his 
trial, it would have swept aside his plea that the 
killing was an unpremeditated act ot frenzy borne 
of prolonged drinking! 

Thus the curious sequel to the story of the 
two me* arrested for murder on the same 
morning, one on the Atlantic coast, the other oq 
the Pacific. More curious still the whim of fate 
that permitted one to die, the other to live. 

If you are one of those wondering what 
happened to Paddy Allen, maybe you are also one 
of those who remember the 1930s and Van. 
onuver’s Hastings Street. Remember the old B.C. 
Electric depot at the corner of Ca r roll t 
Remember tire old fellow that used to sell 
newspapers an that corner?

What's for lunch? Readers tell 
me that lunch is \he most difficult 
meal to plan for • Of course it 9 * 
a fine time to eat up those odds 
and ends in the refrigerator , es¬ 
pecially if it is only Mama and the 
children to be considered.

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Salmon River Was My Favorite 


When Outdoor § With Alec MerrU 
man was published not long ago 
| wonder If Its author realised the 
wonderful hours of vicarious Ash¬ 
ing that many of his readers would 
enjoy. For my part I am delighted 
with the pictures, sketches and 
descriptions of many fishing spots 
that f may never see. 


. , . says ERIC SISMEY, who recalls 
happy years of fishing on Vancouver Island 


Perhaps it was unkind to send coplea to 
Southern California aity friends who, in the past, 
I introduced to Port Albenri, Campbell River, 
Qualicum and Clayton’* at Northwest Bay. To 
Stem it will bring nostalgia memories and wben 
Mick Thomas of Auburn, California, reads about 
Port Albenri he will be reminded of the day he 
Mole the i960 crown from me by taking the 
>■** •-tl tyre of the season on the evening of the 
very first day he fished for salmon tn British 
Columbia. He will recall that the Old Pro, v ha 
•house* to call me, was his guide and that It Was 
my No. S 50-30 Gibbs that brought his gold button 
tyee into my net. 

I have turned the pages of Alec’s book many 
times. I find that the chapters I enjoy the most 
•re those about waters that I know the best. 
These pages jead me to my photograph albums, 
one for each year since 1949, which I would like 
W he able -to there with IslanilBr readers. 

1 wok not old enough to vote when I first 


fished Campbell River, long before the Tyee Club 
was organized. At Cowlctaan Bay I lived with my 
parents In a house on the beach and Port Albemi 
was little more than a real estate agent's dream. 
I have been treated well and in addition to gold 
tyee dub buttons, as weU as the leaser kind. I 
wear two Colonist Tyee Prince badges on my 
fishing jacket. 

Campbell River rate* high. Z know it from the 
head of Buttle Lake to the tyee pools in the sen. Z 
treasure my 15-year Tyee Club membership and 
my friendship wifi the Painters, the late Cougar 
Smith and several at the regular guides. I 
remember fishing across Discovery Passage with 
Ted ftngelly and ton oaho we caught in 
Quathlsski Cove and a ro u nd Cape Mudge to below 
the sand hills where Captain Vancouver landed in 
1792. Him cornea ftoct Albemi and tba Boathouse 
Claytons; the Taylor River and toe Ash with the 
late Fred White and' the beautiful ateelhead pool 
on the Stamp made famous by toe late General 
Money of Qualicum. 

But in spite oi toaae happy memories the 
Salmon River, as it was when Z waa there on 
holiday from 1950 to 1958, will always top the list. 
The Sainton gave me everything; trout and oobo 
in the Viver, tyee and ooho from toe seg and sea- 
run eigs in the fidal river mouth. But beat of all 
the several lasting friendships. 

Untd The 30-mile-an-hour road w** completed 
a few years ago between Campbell .River and 
Say ward toe Salmon River vaBey was Quite 


remote and not well known. In 1950 a gala, not 
far from Campbell River, barred the way. A pass 
from the RCMP was required before the 
gatekeeper would raise the harrier. And while the 
distance between, .was less than 50 miles, two 
hours was fair for the journey. 

There was a quagmire fed by a spring along 
the road by Roberts Lake. After a rain one was 
wise to walk through the muddy streteh and 
deckle If branches should be out and laid before 
low-gearing through. 

Woodlands, a fishing lodge, a mile of so 
^stream from Saywsrd, was opened by HaroM 
and Kay Stafford in the late 1940s and Awed 
around 1900. 

It was never widely known. The Staffords 
catered to no pore than half a docen guests at 
one time and the regulars returned year after 
year. 

. I was introduced to Woodlands by Rod Haig- 
Brown. who recommended it. He allowed me to 
use Ills name and from 1950 to 1938 I spend part 
of August and September there. Many «f the 
guests were Americans who came from^sa'far m 
California and New Jersey. ' r 'i" > 

Harold StaZfooi pioneered float trips’ on the 
Salmon River. His beat was from the Wlflfe River 
Bridge d o wn to toe landing by the lodge. He never 
Boated above the bridge which Alee ieaortoe* sa 
vividly and fri gh teni ng ly on Page 43. s -O? 1 

Our fishing above the bridge was 'always 
gained by entry from toe logging road. From toe 
- • t r • • 
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bridge downstream there were no log jama but 
there were several tricky rapids which had to be 
run with caution. Some of the old pool names 
seem to be lost We recognized the Junction Pool 
but the long pooi downstream from the meeting 
of the White with the Salmon was known, in our 
day, as Stafford’s Pool. £ am sorry to see the 
change. 

The names uf other; pants have escaped me, 
but I do remember the tiodge Pool in front of 
Woodlands Lodge and S^udson's just above. On 
our float trips, which took a whole day, little 
attention was given to fishing through the pools. 
We disembarked at die head of the riffles to fly 
fish diem through for trout, many of which were 
in die two-pound class. My favorite fly was a 
Western Bee or an Alexandria tied on No. 10 
hooks cast up and across and allowed to ride the 
white water* 

Lunch was enjoyed along the river either at 
the head or tail of a riffle where a fire was built 
to boil our tea. A willow basket held billy, fry 
pan, bread, butter, sugar, milk and tea. Kay 
always included a fresh-baked apple pie, well 
wrapped to keep it warm. The featured item of 
our lunch was trout, minutes only from river to 
the pan. 

On other days, depending on the tide, we 
boated from near the Sayward bridge, past 
Harold Merilees potlatch house, through the 
Boom Pool, through Beecher's and Indian Pool to 
the sea. The tide controlled the fishing we would 
do. Sometimes there were coho in the Boom Pool, 
at other times Beecher’s would yield a limit on a 
rising tide. On still other occasions we went into 
the strait where cruising northern coho would fall 
to a trolled bucktail, a Tom Mack or Gibbs- 
Stewart 2s or 3s. 

On Aug. 21, 1952, my birthday, Indian PojJ, 
under the gravel bank, presented me with a 46- 
pound tyee and in 1958 my 20-pound coho from 
Beecher’s was large enough to take third place in 
the annual Field and Stream fishing contest. Also 
in 1958 my son and his Milwaukee bride took 
limits of 12-pound northern coho from Johnstone 
Strait. These were smoked over a slow green 
alder fire in Harold’s smoke House and some of it 
sent to doubting Milwaukee in-laws. 

Through the years I spent my holidays at 
Woodlands neither the river nor sea was ever 
crowded. Ours was the only party to float the 
river and we never saw fishermen on the river 
bank. The sea and lower pools were empty too. 
Occasionally, when he was at Sayward, we called 
greeting to Harold Merilees, but more regularly 
to the bull oook from the logging company camp 
who fished in the strait on every fishable day. 

1 have always wanted to live somewhere, at 
least to stay a while, where it was not necessary 
to take down my rod; to know that I had just to 
pick it up and go to the river's edge. At 
Woodlands my galoot Hardy stood in a sheltered 
comer shaded by a large maple. The river, less 
than 100 yards away, could usually be waded to a 
long gravel bar or the other side which stretched 
nearly a quarter-mile along fishing water to the 
riffle at the foot of Knudson's Pool. 

There was a path that wandered through the 
woods from the lodge downstream to Proulx Pool 
which my Indian friend, Chief Smith, wrote was 
"Klee-ka-nee-quela—place haviqg day bank oppo¬ 
site." White water at the 'head of the pool was 
always good for a couple of trout and an one 
occasion a 20-inch Dolly. If I spin fished the pool 
coho would always take my lure while the ravens 
In the trees behind told in their guttural tones I 
was not welcome. 

I mentioned that many of the regular guests 
were Americans. Among the Canadians, one who 
loved to run the river was Monte Drake. I would 
call him this at streamside but not on Victoria 
street. 

One evening after he had made a successful 
flow* trip Monte mentioned be Would like to find a 
copy of the two-volume Derry dale edition' of Haig- 
Brown’s Western Angler. It was not OBly hard to 
find, he said, but the price was usually excessive. 
X told him that I knew of a boxed set, in perfect 
condition, in a Los Angeles book store and I 
mentioned the price If you want it I’ll send lor it 
when X reach home, hi return for this little favor 
he mailed me a quaint little fishing book which he 
inscribed: “For the man who caught fish in 
Knudson’s" ard below the book plate, "M. 
Tyrwhitt-Drake ” 

In 1953 Mr. and Mrs. B. F. Tobin of Los 
Angeles arrived at Woodlands. Coming in from a 
day on the sea 1 recognized him and called him 
He did not remember me until I

A growing field of opportunity 
hem opened up for apprentice gar¬ 
dener* through the co-operation 
of the British Columbia provincial 
departments of labor, public works 
and education. 

It started with a one vernation on board one at 
the B.C. terries, betmeem Arnold Webb, deputy 
minister of public works, and Leo Butterworth, 
head gardener lor the yr—iinii. They Xelt that 
few young men realised die great challenges and 
opportunities to make a good, respected living 
gardening, and deplored ll»e fact fbat lew Jellied 
and knowledgeable gardeners wer e available to 
fulfill local nerds. 

This sparked a course emanating from the 

beautiful grounds and greenhouses *f Govermnent 
House. This Is the official r esidence (St Lieutenant- 
Governor George Pearkes and Me wife, who were 
enthused with the idea. 

The lieutenant-governor gracjotnly provided a 
classroom for lectures for apprentices, la 
Government House, and gave every passible 
encouragement to the program. 

Those who designed the course include a 
iupervisor of nurseries and floriculture, paries 
superintendents and administrators, a professor 
of horticulture and director of Landscaping from 
the University of British Columbia, the vice- 
principal of the B.C. Vocational School at 
Burnaby, a grass expert from a major golf 
oourse, plus others. 

Apprentices study in classrooms tor two 
hours a day, for the first six months, and work 
outdoors on the grounds Government House, or 
In the greenhouses, six hours a day. 

When they have passed certain examinations, 
they work outdoors eight hours a day, and attend 
night school for three yean, to study botany, 
chemistry, fertilizers, soils and aofl fertHity, plant 
proiwgatwn. and cultivation of trees and shrubs. 
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They must know the correct Latin and 
familiar names of pitots, and are trained to 
recognize plant diseases and blights. Not too tong 
ago it was thought that aH turf-mould was the 
same disease. Now more than 14 varieties of 
fezariana are identified and each one requires a 
different antidote! 

Appren ti ces study light and shade to relation 
to bud initiation, plant pathology, ecology, 
landscape architecture, garden design, and more. 

They are paid whle learning. 

Apprentices pans turn novices to Grade 1 
gardeners, and up through Grade 4. At the Grade 
S level they become foremen. 

The first counie began in 1363. The project is 
now a proven auocesa. Many young men have 
completed their studies. Some have good jobs 
with the depa rtm ent of public works, others have 
gone into aoadtmeccial nurseries and greenhouses. 
At least one baa gone Into business for himself. 

John Derrick la currently a Grade 1 gardener 
who is making excellent progress. He and other 
good students will travel by truck this summer to 
remote parts of B.C. to bring back specimens for 
native plant gar den s around public buildings, 
notably the new museum in Victoria. They will be 
working under Dr. T. C. Brayahow. the well- 
known botanist. 

The students come fro m a!l over British 
Columbia, some originally lived in other parts of 
the world. Those currently s tud y ing at Govern¬ 
ment House include Wayne Mercer from Femie, 
Michael Earl and Jim Srrnm from Victoria. 
Patrick Street from Haney, Dave Vernon from 
Coquitlam, Ronny Quay from Borneo. Bob 
Adamson from New Westminster, Les Drum- 
heHar from Kamloops, and Alien Dahl from 
Creston. 

British Cblumbia is a buge province, of more 
than 366,SB square miles. The climate on south 
Vancouver Island Is milder, warmer and more 
temperate than in any other part of Canada. Here 
one can pick roses tor several months of the 
year, and very frequently, violets in December. 
On the mainland, hundreds of miles to the north, 
at Dawson Creek or Fort St. John, the winter 
temperature may drop to 40 below on occasion. 
So floriculture In this province is widely diverse. 
Climate becomes more rigorous in direct ratio to 
the sharply increasing heights of the three main 
mountain ranges, Coast, Gold and Rocky, to 
produce mountain meadows, alpine trees and

flowers in species almost beyond count. Trans¬ 
planting them to flourish in low temperate areas, 
auoh as Victoria, takes patience and skill. 

More than half the students’ time la spent 
working an the grounds and in the greenhouses of 
Government House. The outdoor foundation 
planting was done more than 160 years ago, on 
the Rockland side of the 35-acre estate. The first 
three Official dwellings burned down, the last wne 
to 1356. AH that remained was the atone past 
oochere. Architects, contractors and workmen fell 
to, to design and crest a handsome new. virtually 
fireproof granite and concrete mansion on the 
ashes of the old. It Is large, gracious and 
function* superbly for every kind of formal 
gathering from state balls to teas and receptions 
toe visiting royalty or diplomats. . , ' • - 

Lieutenant-Governor and Mrs. Frank Ross, dit¬ 
to en encumbents, took many trips to Europe to 
search lor suitable furnishings, at their own 
expense. 

They bought magnificent massive pieces of 
baronial Scottish furniture, fine paintings, drapes, 
oriental carpets, English china, silver, ornaments 
and other priceless tilings for the new Govern¬ 
ment House, and donated them as permanent 
gifts to the Province of British Cblumbia. 

When General and Mrs. Pearkes took over in 
1960, they did for the gardens what the Rosses dM 
for the mansion. Both expert gardeners, they 
loved nothing more than showing visitors over the 
35-acre estate. Through their knowledgeable;and 
infectious enthusiasm many rare, exotic. , and 
expensive horticultural gifts have found their way 
to Rockland Avenue, thus helping to build a truly 
unique and fascinating showing of plants. 

Mr. Pearkes was often mistaken for one af 
the gardeners, as he pottered about in old slacks 
and beret. 

The grounds are open to the public. An 
American tourist, noting the lieutenant governor's 
snow white hair, exclaimed: "What sort of a 
country are you running here in Canada? I caH it 
an outrage, when a man your age has to do hard 
manual labor!"

THE WOOD DUCK is without doubt the most 
beautiful of all our North American waterfowl . 
Although considered to be a game bird his esthetic 
qualities far outweigh kb desirability as food or as 
a sample of the taxidermist's art to be displayed in the 
sportsmen's den . 


This duck ba* long been perse¬ 
cuted by man, not only far its flesh 
but for Hs feathers which were used 
in tying artificial dry trout flies. Its 
favorite habitat includes inland 
pools, streams and snsal lakes 
bordered by woods and swamps, 
mbu a) ly—unfortunately— in close 
proximity to human habitation. 

As a result of the cutting of 
timber and the draining of swamps 
which comprise the feeding and 
■esttog grounds of this bird, to¬ 
gether with the inevitable hunting 
pressure. H was brought to the point 
at extinction early in this century. 
In ISIS a closed season was declared 
na this species in Canada and die 
United States which remained in 
effect until 1941 when in some areas 
a limited number — usually one 
bird—were permitted to be shut and 
included in a day's bag. 

The range of the wood duck is 
limited to southern British Colum¬ 
bia, south to California, and toe 
northeastern United States from the 
Gnat Lakes east to the Atlantic 
Coast and south to Florida sod the 


Gulf States. Its migration move- 
naeirt within this range is usually 
* ter m to ed hy the availability c l 
food and toe desire to remain south 
el the frost line. 

The male wood duck is a small 
strikingly .marked bird displaying an 
iridescent green, bronze and purple 
created'head offset by a white chin 
patch frcen which two bars extend 
upward: Ike MB is red and white. 
The body Is a glossy greeny tram 
■horn? with chestnut spotted breast 
blending to a white belly beneath. 
The flanks are finely vermiculated 
buff separated from toe chestnut of 
the breate by a Mack and white 
vertical bar. The speculum of the 
wing is iridescent blue bordered by 
narrow black and white bars. 

The female although one of the 
brightest hued of all ben ducks ean 
best be described as a peyish 
brown bird with a crested head, 
white eye ring and throat and wings 
much the same as the drake only 
less Iridescent Also like the male 
she possesses dull ye Sow kegs and 
feet. Both sexes are Inclined to be. 
garrulous, toe male squeaking and 
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toe female chuckling almost con¬ 
tinuously while feeding. 

The wood duck nests in hollows in 
trees some 2 • feet above toe grand 
and not too distant from water. 
They adapt well to artificial nesting 
rites. When ready to lease tbs nest 


the young 10 to 12 in number—will 
jump st their mother's command 
and. with downy wings and oveju 
sized feet outstretched arrivp on the 
ground unscratched.

Perhaps IH cto 
just that," twinkled the lieutenant governor, and 
went back to his weeding. 

The formal lawns and gardens at Government 
Bouse accommodate about 6,000 citizens and 
visitors at the annual garden party each July. 
Cool sturdy, velvety green lawns are set off with 
colorful perimiter Bower beds, blossoming shrubs 
and heathers. Rock outcroppings are festocned 
with flowering climbers, roses, clematis, ivy; 
rock holes are filled with loam and used as 
planters for azaleas, gskraniums, lewisa, genestia. 
There are glades of rhododendrons, a chuakling 
Waterfall, a Wy pond flanked with green and 
variegated be mho In it pause migrating mallard 
ducks beside the regal permanent residents, a 
pair of gardenia white swaps, pink beaked, wflh 
little black eyes that view visitors with disdain. 

The sunken Royal Rose garden, recently 
developed, display* myraid examples of the finest 
in roae culture, and covers about 1% acres. Here 
John Derrick learns about rose growing, from the 
finest authority, a man.who baa devoted his Hie 
to the study and development of roses. 

Apprentices work In the kitchen gardens 
which supply fruits and vegetables for state 
dinners. They raise outdoor cut flowers lor 
ceremonial and table use. and ornamental trees 
and shrubs to be shipped and planted la public 
gardens at provincial hospitals and courthouses. 

Apprentices travel by truck, with young 
shrubs and experienced supervisors to assist with 
plantings on Vocational School grounds, Tran- 
quille. Essondale, the B.C. legislative buildings, 
historic sites and monuments, fountains and 
cairns. John Derrick and other students observe, 
practise, plant, and in their travels, learn a great 
derf about British Cblumbia. But the grounds of 
Government House remain their home base for 
study. 

Areas at the hack of the estate which had 
been let go wild were thinned out after the last 
fire, thus, amongst other things, cutting back a 
definite lira hazard during dry summers. Thick 
underbrush was eliminated, old Garyana oak 
trees, fir and spruce were pruned. Masses of 
rocky outcroppings, pocketed with earth, where 
dry grasses flourished, were cleaned off. 

Much of the grounds at the back of the estate 


are to be kept In a natural state of forest and 
fern, but open and studded with clusters of bulbs 
not quite good enough for use in the greenhouses 
any more but effective in a woodland setting; 
daffodils, tulips, iris, plus Easter lilies; wild 
flowers and native shrubs, brought back from far- 
flung field trips. 

It is toe cherished hope of Len Butterworth to 
one day turn it into a glorious native plant and 
alpine garden. All the conditions are right. There 
are areas of wet boggy ground, high wind-swept 
promontories, dry gulches, shade and sun. The 
rhododendrons are a glory to behold. 

It all makes a charming fringe, far the 
distant panoramic view of toe straits from the 
curving patio off the . state ballroom of 
Government House. 

It la in toe greenhouses that toe young 
gardeners receive their most unusual, training. 
Here are raised & profusion of cutting flowers, 
carnations, roses, daffodils, tulips, chrysanthe¬ 
mums, daisies, and all the lovely familiar Mooms- 
A second greenhmise specializes In decorative 
potted plants, for indoor use, all the favorite well- 
known specie* and rare hybrids of azaleas, 
crotons, ferns, primulas, hydrangeas, gtorianas, 
begonias, caUa lilies, varieties almost beyond 
count 

In toe cold houses are found grapes, a 
wultjplicty of geraniums, including tvy-lestf, 
trained to create their owm pretty parasols of 
bloom, and an overwhelming number of other 
ornamentals. 

A greenhouse seldom found in the commercial 
florist industry is the tropical one. 

The display of orchids is priceless, In a 
gorgeous kaleidoscope of delicate and brilliant 
hues, in single blossoms, clusters, or chains. Most 
of these were donated as a complete collection by 
a wealthy orchid hobbyist from Vancouver. 
Orchids are easier to grow than is generally 
recognized, and are hardy and long-lasting, 
potted, or in corsages or floral arrangements. 

Among hundreds of exotic torrid zone plants 
are jewel-colored waxen-looking birds of paradise, 
which closely resemble jungle parrots; bougan- 
villla, tropical begonias, mimeosa, eucharist lilies, 
palms, hybiscus, poinsettla, night-blooming cerius, 
flowering cactus, gardenia*, jasmine, and as If 
these did not provide enough heady perfume, 
there are pink. Hue ai}d yellow water lilies with 
an indescribably lovely fragrance. 

There are tropical ferns, ranging from 
exquisitely dainty asparagus fern and fluffy 


raffle* to large menacing sword. ferns of the 
jangle. There are many species of rubber plants, 
a New Zealand metraclderus tree which ha* a 
fern-Uke leal, and is parasitic. It strangles other 
trees, on which It frequently clings. This was the 
C* of a New Zealand diplomat. 

There are olive, grapefruit, orange, guava 
and lemon tree* which bear delicious fruit, and 
the queer-looking pineapple plants. A banana tree 
bears fruit regularly, and recently produced 300 
bananas on ooe single stem! 

It would be impassible to list all the plant 
gift* which have been donated to Government 
House, by visiting dignitaries and diploma**, 
many sent from their native lands after they 
return home. 

Apart from providing a unique and excellent 
training grotmi, for embryo gardener*, the 
flowers and die gardens provide a vital touch of 
beauty and eerevnny for occasions which are 
more meaningfe) because of them. 

The presence of the lieutenant-governor and, 
x, his wife at public functions demonstrated the 
lively interest ef the provincial government in 
public effort* by private citizens, and ia 
government projects at many levels. 

TMa is an Important function, for It releasee 
the elected representatives of the people to get on 
with the business of governing. Outside of 
Parliament, they are in effect, high echelon 
pubHc relations officers. They attend an 
incredible number of functions, and entertain a 
continuous parade ef visitors important to our 
political and economic relations with other 
countries. 

Fitting backgrounds, and scented footnote* to 
occasions when to* Beutenant-gQvemor opens new 
highways, bridges, buildings, or lays cornerstone* 
for new Institutions, are provided by floral 
arrangements, corsages, bouquets arid orna¬ 
mental plants arranged by student gardener* 
such as John Derrick. 

By the time he and his classmates complete 
three year* of lectures, demonstrations, and 
practical laboratory work all over this vast 
magnificent province of British Columbia, they 
will have grown in wisdom and experience in 
their chosen field. 

Even at this stage, they know that by co¬ 
operating with nature, they will unearth new 
miracles every day.

PIONEERING WELLWGODS 


George is oldest living white 
person born in old Gastown 

By VIDA WELLWOOD 

When Ella Sophrona Mories promised to love 9 
honor and obey Robert Goodson Wellurood , Jan . 6, 
1875 , in Brussels , Ont she declared herself to “Go 
West ” icif/i her man. 


A daughter, Laura Mary, was 
bom Nov. 24, 1876, at Nanaimo, B.C., 
where the young couple had tem¬ 
porarily settled. Pioneering was dif¬ 
ficult for mothers and wee babies, 
and little» Laura Mary died the fol¬ 
lowing March. Three sons, George 
Addison, bom Sept 21, 1879, at Bur- 
sard Inlet; Wilmot Bryant, Apfil 11, 
1883, in Wingham, Ontario, and Roy 
Mories, June 23, 1891, at New West¬ 
minster, B.C., are still B.C. resi¬ 
dents, with George living in Vancou¬ 
ver, the latter two loyal Victorians. 

Robert Wellwood was the second 
lighthouse keeper at Point Atkinson 
in 1879 when his first son, George 
Addison, was bom. The first keeper, 
Edwin Woodward, had moved east 
In 1876, and Robert and Sophrona 
had taken over the lonely life at the 
Bght. One of them had to stay at the 
light at all times, and as there was 
no road and no power boats it was a 
ease of row with the tide, the return 
trip to Gastown taking a good eight 
hours. 

The nursing home where George 
was born was a log house near 
where the harbor board office sits 
now. Gastown was destroyed in the 
great fire of 1886, Vancouver was 
incorporated in April 1886, but 
George has the distinction of being 
the' oldest living white person bom 
In Gastown. 

Sophrona and baby George re¬ 
lumed to the light on board the Etta 
White, a steam tug named after 
Mrs. Smith, wife of the captain and 
owner. The tug burned slabs of wood 
from the mill to where she towed 
logs. While at Point Atkinson,. 
Robert had a cow, and when he 
brought her in to be milked deer 
would come along and want to stay. 
He had a vegetable garden and had 
to build a high fence to keep them 
out. The lamps in the light were of 
oD set in reflectors, and revolved, 
operated by a chain with a weight 
on ft like a grandfather clock. You 
wound it up like a clock, too, only 
with a crank, not a key. 

When George was nine months 
old Robert and Sophrona went to the 
Naas River to fix up and manage a 
cannery. The Indians could speak no 
English, and the WeHwoods no 
Chinook, but they went about 80 
miles inland up the Naas where the 
nearest neighbors were all Indians. 
George was the only white baby in 
that part of the north. 

The Indians would come and get 
him and keep him until he howled 
for lunch. Sophrona would feed him 
and put him to sleep, but his friends 
were back for him as soon as his 
rest was up. He was the "toelate 
white papoose.” He came home 
amelling of wood smoke, but other¬ 
wise all right. 

The couple returned to Wingham. 
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Ontario, where in 1883 the second 
son, Wilmot, was bom. Wilmot and 
his wife, Nellie, live in retirement on 
Cochrane Street in Victoria. He says 
the family moved back to New 
Westminster where his younger 
brother, Roy, was bom in 1891, then 
to Nanaimo where four years were 
spent at the Indian mission, pertly 
under supervision of the Methodist 
Church and partly the Department 
of Indian Affairs. Their next move 
was to Victoria where they finished 
out their days. 

Wilmot attended Normal School 
hi Vancouver and taught in the 
interior at Coldstream and on 
Vancouver Island at Goldstream, 
before he began his 40 years of 
service with the B.C. Electric in 
Victoria in 1908. The June, 1966, 
Intercom states these were the days 
when Victoria’s Empress Hotel was 
the newest place to dine, and a 
favorite weekend rendezvous was 
the Japanese Tea Garden In the B.C. 
Electric’s Gorge Park. In the gas 
department Wilmot sat on a high 
stool and a sloping desk laboriously 
making out bills by hand, addressing 
the envelopes, too, and sometimes 
ended his days by delivering them. 
Coffee breaks were unheard of, fhe 
business scene mostly masculine, 
with only a few feminine secretaries 
in their high button shoes. 

Wilmot retired in 1948. He recalls 
visiting Point Atkinson lighthouse in 
the company of his mother and 
brother George in 1889.

"The recollection stays with me 
of being handed from the freight 
deck of the Robert Dunsmuir into 
tl|e rowboat, with Mr. Irwin to catch 
me.” The late Waller Irwin was the 
third keeper of the light, following 
Robert Wellwood. 

Young Roy started school In 
Southward public school in Nanaimo, 
later Central, then on to Boys’ 
Central School in Victoria, and old 
Victoria High School. He attended 
Tri-State College of Engineering, 
Angola, Indiana. 

He cays: "During the time the 
family lived in Nanaimo, the second 
time round when I was present, they 
were connected with the old Wallace 
Street Methodist Church.” Roy 
worked for a time in the power 
department of the B.C. Electric in 
Victoria, and worked at the ok! Tod 
Inlet cement plant where Butchart 
Gardens are now. 

Roy says: "I was five years in 
the electric power department of the 
Granby Mine and Smelter at Anyox, 
B.C.; two years at Britannia Beach, 
and 18 years at Trail, partly with 
West Kootenay Power and Light, 
and partly self-employed. I returned 


to Victoria in 1942 and was 
employed in the electrical depart¬ 
ment at Yarrows until retirement in 
1956.” Roy lives in beautiful View 
Royal. 

To return to the oldest living 
white person bom in Gastown; 
George began his career with the 
CPR in 1899, starting as an engine 
wiper out of Kamloops, went firing 
in 1900, was promoted in 1905 to 
engineer. The family spent two 
years at Rogers Pass about 1915 
until it closed. George took the last 
working engine out of Rogers Pass 
and assisted the first train through 
Connaught Tunnel when it opened. 

"I was engineer on the head-end 
of one of the royal trains in 1939 
when the King and Queen came 
through,” he recalls. 

Quoted from the Locomotive 
Engineer, March, 1963: "When I 
retired my home was in Kamloops, 
but now I live in Vancouver,” he 
said. "We have a nice house at 1971 
West 37th Avenue, with some trees 
and about 50 rose bushes which in 
summer are very lovely. My wife is 
boss gardener. I am an engineer on 
the wheelbarrow now.”

taught to make bonelace, to spin, or 
to knit.” In 1623 the Mayor of High 
Wyoombe complained that "wee find 
that by reason of \the trades of 
cloething and bone lace makeings 
are much decayed and doe da>4ie 
fayle, the poore greatlie hindered 
and impoverished and growne into 
such multitudes the wee know not 
measure to set them on worke.” 

In the 1770s the lace industry 
began to decline and the poet, 
William Cowper, solicited the inter¬ 
vention of parliament on behalf of 
the lacemakers. “I am an eye 
witness to their poverty" he wrote 
in the year 1780 "and do know that 
hundreds in this little town (Olney) 
are upon the point of starving and 
that toe most unremitting industry 
is but barely sufficient to keep them 
from it.” In toe 19th century there 
came a revival until the effects |of 
machine competition began to be 
felt and the industry never fully 
recovered. 

In the early part of fhe 18th 
•entury there were many lace¬ 


making schools in England. In smal 
villages 80 or 90 girls and boys were 
taught to make lace and to read 
"but very imperfectly.” The schools 
were usually the living rooms of 
tm il cottages, over-crowded, badly 
ver tilated and unsanitary. Condi¬ 
tions were grim and It is recorded 
that at a school in toe early 19th- 
century girls were forced to bend 
over their pillows to be wacked 
across the shoulders for punishment 
while boys were hung up to a beam 
by a cord under their arms. The 
youngest children wodwd four or 
five hours a day, the older as long 
as 12 or 15 hours. 

Towards the end of the 19th 
century attempts again were made 
to sustain the industry but a flood of 
refuge lace-makers arrived from 
Belgium during the First World War 
which adversely affected the English 
industry and by this time it was 
impossible for anyone ot make a 
living in this way. Lace-making in 
England today is a non-commercial 
handicraft appreciated only by the 
few who can recognize the superU 
ority of hand-made lace to the 
machine-made Imitations.

NOT APPROACHED 

Riding officials said Roblin 
had not approached them for 
support as a candidate. Roblin, 
as a member of the riding exec¬ 
utive, had been expected to at¬ 
tend Saturday's meeting, but did 
not. 

The 50-year-old premier re¬ 
signed provincial party leader¬ 
ship in November after running 
second to Robert Stanfield in the 
party's leadership convention. 

SAT AS INDEPENDENT 

Churchill, a veteran of 17 
years as an MP and who held 
the trade, veterans affairs and 
defence portfolios during the 
Diefenbaker administration, left 
the caucus last February to sit 
as an independent Conservative. 

In an interview, Churchill said 
he was approached Friday and 
asked to return to the caucus 
in the interest of party unity 
in the coming federal election.

Hospital Faces 
Big Demand 

PORT ALBERNI—Continuing low occupancy rates In 
the maternity and new-born wards at West Coast General 
Hospital pull down the average rate in a way that reflects 
a completely distorted picture of the need for beds, the 
hospital board learned from the administrator's report. 

"Our patient load during March was heavy,” Administra¬ 
tor F. S. Whittington reported. 

The over-all occupancy rate of 78.6 per cent does not re¬ 
flect that toe children's ward was more than 100 per cent 
occupied on 14 out of the 31 days of the month. 

Men’s and women's wards, which showed an average of 
86.6 per cent and 90.6 per cent, actually have had an occu¬ 
pancy of 100 per cent or more on several days each month. 

The increased outpatient load was also heavy, up by 117 
visits over February and 161 over March of 1967, the report 
noted. 

The board agreed to ask the regional hospital district 
for authorization to purchase and install a new X-ray machine.

Belgians Remembered 
In ‘Terrific’ Manner 


Retired Royal Marine, E. J. 
Beau Tracey, 2411 Epworth, 
Oak Bay, Is back in London 
from Belgium with glowing 
reports of the commemoration 
of a First World War raid. 

Mr. Tracey, 67, told the 
Canadian Press in London 
that the Belgian ceremonies 
were “terrific." 

“TTiey gave us a really 
wonderful time," said Mr. 
Tracey, about the reception 
he and his old comrades 
received from authorities in 
the port of Zeebrugge. 

That was the icene on April 
23, 1918, at a raid from the 
North Sea aimed at knocking 
out the port as a German 
submarine base.

Czech Struggle 
Centred 

On Two Cultures 


Canada isn’t the only coun¬ 
try with problems in the area 
of biculturalism. 

The Czechoslovakian am¬ 
bassador to Canada told a 
University of Victoria audi¬ 
ence Friday night that his 
country is faced with "certain 
tensions between Czech* and 
Slovaks." 

An attempted solution to the 
bicultural tension has been the 
establishment in Czech and 
Slovak lands of two constitu¬ 
tional entities giving the bod¬ 
ies equal legislative powers 
under a Czechoslovakian fed¬ 
eration, Dr. Miroslav Zemla 
told the university's political 
science forum. 

* * * 

Mutual problems and for¬ 
eign policy for the two consti¬ 
tutional bodies will be handled 
by joint federal agencies, he 

said. 

He admitted there were 
"still many problems," and 
said the government was con¬ 
sidering the problem of other 
minority groups, such a* the 
Hungarians within Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. 

★ * ★ 

"We are witnessing today in 
our country very profound 
political ferment,” Dr. Zemla 
said. 


"Not since the war have our 
people been so politically 
alive.” 

There have recently been 
dramatic changes in the in¬ 
ternal political atmosphere of 
Czechoslovakia. 


He said that "before, there 
was too much bureaucracy," 
and that it was "stifling the 
initiative of the people." Last 
December, however, Alexan¬ 
der Dubcek ted the progres¬ 
sive factor into power during 
“stormy sessions of the Cen¬ 
tral Committee,” said Dr. 
Zelma. 

Under the progressive fac¬ 
tion "the party will not Inter¬ 
fere from now on with the 
authority of the government," 
he said. "There will be no 
more so-called direct leader¬ 
ship by the party.” 


The new system would see 
encouragement of the four 
other political parties at pres¬ 
ent existing in Chechoslovakia, 

he said. 

“It is expected that these 
parties will develop more fully 
now.” said Dr. Zelma. “We 
can not be surprised if some 
Western Journalists call ft a 
bloodless revolution."

Blamed for Loss 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel Ltd. Friday re¬ 
ported a 24.4 per cent drop«!in 
net profit and lower sales for 
the first three months this year 
compared with the correspond¬ 
ing period in 1967. 

The giant British Columbia 
forestry company blamed the 
slump on lower pulp prices, 


lower, newsprint shipments, 
higher wage and salary costs 
and heavier interest changes. 

Net earnings for the quarter 
ended March 31 were 57,383,241 
compared with $9,768,659 for the 
same period last year, a dip of 
$2,385,418. 

J. V. Clyne, chairman and 
chief executive officer said the 
drop was caused by weaker 


maraets for pulp and paper 
products but noted the first 
quarter of last year Was’higher 
than normal because of a back¬ 
log of shipments caused by a 
longshoremen's strike.
